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It  is  as  true  in  genealogy  as  in  other  fields  that  ’great  oaks  from 
little  acorns  grow'.  This  family  tree  is  no  exception.  The  little  acorns 
were  planted  when  two  members  of  the  clan  first  began  to  trace  their  own 
lines  back  toward  the  then-unknown  "Salt-water  Ancestors".  In  the  process 
they  dug  through  a  lot  of  common  ground,  they  amassed  a  lot  of  information 
on  lines  other  than  their  direct  ones,  and  they  met  -  by  mail.  Here  began 
the  partnership  in  research  and  compilation,  the  result  of  which  is  here 
presented.  Something  over  thirty  years  of  hunting,  the  last  ten  of  which 
were  most  active,  have  gone  into  the  volume. 

It  is  not  a  large  family,  as  such  things  are  measured,  and  some  will 
be  disappointed  to  learn  that  we  do  not  bear  a  name  that  is  famous,  with 
descent  from  illustrious  ancestors.  Rather,  we  like  to  call  it  a  cross 
section  of  America.  Here  are  many  of  the  people  whom  Lincoln  said  God 
must  love,  because  he  made  so  many  of  them.  Don't  we  all  hope  we  belong 
in  that  group?  Here  are  the  farmers,  the  carpenters  and  builders,  the 
lawyers  and  artisans,  writers,  poets,  mechanics,  hotel-keepers,  coopers, 
foresters,  entrepreneurs,  preachers, electricians,  R.R. workers,  teachers, 
sailors  and  soldiers  and  flyers,  who  have  served  in  every  war  of  the 
United  States  from  King  Phillip's  war  to  the  present-time  so-called  cold 
war.  All  are  here  and  many  more j among  the  men  and  women  who  built  their 
little  piece  of  America.  Not  many  were  famous,  though  the  names  of  a 
goodly  number  are  to  be  found  in  the  several  volumes  of  Who's  Who  in 
America.  Other s-and  they  are  in  the  majority,  did  their  work  honestly 
and  quietly  with  no  reward  other  than  the  knowledge  of  a  duty  well  done, 
and  no  record  left  beyond  the  statistical  one  of  birth,  marriage,  or  death. 
Sometimes  I  have  been  asked  if  I  found  any  horse-thieves  or  pirates.  They 
might  have  been  there,  but,  if  so,  none  were  reported.  On  the  other  hand  it 
has  been  heart-warming  to  read  the  many  eulogies  descendants  have  sent  us 
on  the "good  men"  who  were  in  their  branch.  All  religious  faiths  are  re¬ 
presented  and  the  majority  seem  to  have  been  familiar  with  the  prophet's 
dictum  that  God  requires  only  that  a  man  do  justly,  love  mercy,  and  walk 
humbly  with  Him. 

In  collecting  the  data  we  tried  to  consult  every  possible  source  of 
records  both  printed  and  in  original  files.  Many  direct  quotes  and  the 
source  from  which  they  came  have  been  used,  but  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  identify  every  authority  for  every  fact.  We  were  able  to  secure  and 
to  make  use  of  previous  compilations  such  as  G. D. Kingsley' s  chart  of  the 
Round  Lake  (N.Y.)  Association  of  Guernsey  families.  We  tried  to  check 
in  original  sources  the  authority  for  its  data  and  were  in  large  measure 
successful.  Another  early  attempt  .^Snade  around  1900/4  by  Squire 
Garnsey  of  New  York  City,  but  never  published.  Through  the  courtesy  and 
kindness  of  his  grand-daughter,  Ellen  Garnsey  Soper,  we  received  his 
manuscript  and  permission  to  incorporate  his  findings  into  our  work. 

Most  of  his  work  was  accurate,  tho* like  all  of  us  he  made  mistakes,  some 
of  which  we  were  able  to  correct.  His  data  solved  some  of  our  problems; 
ours  solved  some  of  his,  and  carried  lines  on  down  to  the  present. 

We  consulted  early  county  histories,  such  as  the  well  known  works 
of  Rev.  Bronson  of  Connecticut,  and  of  Franklin  B.  Hough  of  northern  New 
York.  We  studied  original  land  records,  probate  records,  wills,  cemetery 
and  church  records,  precious  old  Family  Bibles,  newspaper  clippings,  a 
rare  four-or-five -generation  record  of  an  Indiana  branch,  and  two  sets 
of  many  years  of  old  diaries,  one  written  by  Daniel ^Garnsey  of  Litchfield, 
Conn,  from  1781  to  1839.  and  one  written  by  Philander^Garnsey  of  Ellis- 
burg,  N.Y.  from  1356  to  1 895.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  their  present 
owners, Herbert  M.  Woods  of  Santa  Rosa,  Cal,, and  Clayton  T.  Wodell  of 
Ellisburg,  N.Y.»for  their  fine  cooperation  in  loaning  these  books. 

My  partner  had  searched  by  professional  workers  the  many  Federal  Census 
records  from  1790  through  1380  for  hundreds  of  counties  in  New  England, 

New  York,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  California  and  many 
others.  While  these  are  full  of  errors,  there  is  also  much  information 
to  be  had  which  is  invaluable  in  tracing  the  movements  and  growth  of 
families.  My  personal  gratitude  to  Howard  is  very  real  and  sincere, 
for  this  contribution,  and  no  less  for  his  time  and  infinite  patience  in 
assisting  in  the  whole  project. 

One  important  decision  had  to  be  made,  namely  whether  to  include  any 
non-proven  materials.  We  are  sure  many  will  not  agree  with  our  decision 
to  do  so  -  and  we  realize  it  is  risky.  But  we  have  marked  all  such  with 
the  use  of  the  words,  "probable"  and  "possible"  after  using  our  best 
judgment,  made  after  long  hours  of  careful  study  of  available  data.  This 
will  give  the  future  researcher  a  starting  point  from  which  he  need  not 


retrace  our  steps,  but  make  his  own  deductions.  We  still  have  a  very- 
considerable  file  of  "loose  leaves"  which  could  not  be  attached  to  the 
branch  from  which  they  came.  We  will  appreciate  it  if  anyone  who  finds 
errors,  or  knows  of  facts  we  did  not  have,  will  write  to  us. 

A  genealogy  has  been  called  a  collection  of  statistics.  So  it  is, 
and  it  remains  only  that  unless  members  of  the  family  cooperate  by 
sending  in  additional  incidents  and  stories  of  interest;  these  "put  meat 
on  the  dry  bones"  of  the  statistics.  We  are  indeed  grateful  to  the  hundreds 
of  kinfolk  who  have  helped  by  sending  us  their  own  lines.  It  is  unfortu¬ 
nately  true  that  some  of  our  most  interested  helpers  have  already  passed 
on  since  we  began  the  final  compilation  of  our  work. 

Errors  in  interpreting  the  data  we  share  equally,  tho  it  is  sur¬ 
prising  how  often  a  good  partner  can  spot  such  mistakes.  But  the  censure 
or  praise  for  the  final  make-up  of  the  report  to  you,  the  "clan"  is  mine. 

I  have  presented  the  individuals  of  the  Garnsey-Guernsev  families  in 
alphabetical  arrangement.  Such  a  system  has  never,  to  my  knowledge,  been 
used  before.  It  does  away  with  the  need  for  an  index  for  these  individuals. 
There  is  an  index  of  "Other  families"  for  each  section.  There  is  a  short 
pedigree  chart-form  of  the  early  generations,  which  may  serve  as  a  model 
for  anyone  who  cares  to  make  a  similar  chart  for  his  own  later  generations. 

For  those  unfamiliar  with  genealogical  methods,  here  is  how  to  find 
your  line  back  to  the  first  generation  in  America.  Look  up  the  name  of 
yourself, (or  your  father,  or  grandfather)  if  you  are  a  Garnsey  or  Guernsey, 
in  the  alphabetical  sections,  I.  II.  III.  A  small  superior  number  after 
the  name  indicates  the  generation  after  Henryk  or  Joseph^;  a  series  of 
given  names  in  parentheses  gives  his  line  of  descent  in  the  male  line, 
each  of  which  may  then  be  looked  up  in  turn.  If  you  know  only  the  family 
surname  of  your  mother  or  other (woman) relative,  you  will  look  for  that  in 
the  indexes  of "other"names  following  each  together  with  the  page 

on  which  the  marriage  into  the  Garnsey-GuernseyAi6  found.  Descendants  of 
daughters  are  generally  not  carried  beyond  the  first  or  second  genera¬ 
tion  from  their  marriage,  mainly  for  lack  of  time  and  energy. 

Now,  who  are  we  and  whence  did  we  come?  One  of  the  frequent  ques¬ 
tions, that  came  to  us  as  we  made  contact  with  members  of  the  family,  was 
about  the  spelling  of  the  name,  -  'if  it  is  all  the  same  family,  why  the 
varied  spellings?'  In  view  of  the  importance  of  accuracy  today  in  such 
matters,  it  seems  a  fair  question.  One  answer  is  that  in  earlier  days 
with  fewer  people  and  fewer  who  were  literate,  spelling  was  not  so  im¬ 
portant.  A  clerk  or  recorder  wrote  names  as  he  heard  them  spoken,  or  as 
he  thought  they  were  or  ought  to  be  -  sometimes  variant  spellings  are 
found  in  the  same  document.  The  oldest  and  most  common  spelling  as 
found  in  English  records  was  the  spelling  with  "a"  in  the  first  syllable. 
Remember  that  in  the  English  way  of  pronouncing,  "a"  and  "e"  were  often 
interchanged,  as  in  "clerk"  and  "dark",  or  "derby"  and"darby",  etc. 

Today  in  England  where  many  families  of  the  name  still  live,  the  spelling 
is  almost  invariably  "GARNSEY"*  while  in  the  U.S.  and  Canada,  "Garnsey" 
and  "Guernsey"  are  almost  equally  common.  A  few  use  "Gurnsey",  one  line 
spells  it  "Gernsey"  and  one  uses  "Garnsay".  In  early  records  we  found 
at  least  eleven  spellings.  In  some  branches  it  has  been  possible  to  tell 
just  where  the  change  was  made  from  the  original  Garnsey  to  Guernsey, 
probably  because  someone  thought  the  latter  was  correct.  In  others,  we 
have  only  made  a  guess  as  to  where  it  occurred.  We  have  tried  to  enter 
each  one  with  the  spelling  they  themselves  used,  but,  inevitably  there 
will  be  mistakes.  We  ask  your  leniency. 

A  few  people  have  been  interested  in  the  meaning  of  the  name.  This 
is  a  far  more  difficult  question  to  answer,  for  there  seems  to  be  no  help 
in  any  of  the  books  on  English  surnames,  and  so  the  genealogists  can  only 
surmise.  Some  suggestions  have  been:  "fisherman"  ,  a  Garn  (er)  of  the  Sea 
(sey)i  or  from  the  root  Gar,  a" spear,  of  the  sea'I  Some  early  searchers 
decided  the  name  is  of  Hugenot  origin  -  Guer(in)  with  the  ending  ,  'Sey*' 
meaning  "island", they  come  out  with  Guerin's  Island  =  "Guernsey"! 

We  have  not  found  anything  to  help  decide,  so  take  your  choice! 

We  decided  to  use  only  Garnsey  and  Guernsey  names  -  excluding  all 
Gurney  and  Gamey,  which  some  think  to  have  been  originally  the  same 
as  Garnsey. 

As  to  origin  of  the  family,  this  too  is  lost  in  the  mists  of  antiq¬ 
uity.  Many  have  read  in  Bronson's  works  that  the  first  Garnseys  came 
from  the  Isle  of  Guernsey,  in  the  English  channel.  In  Bronson's  day 
when  many  family  histories  and  county  histories  were  being  written,  it 
was  the  custom  when  the  place  of  origin  of  an  immigrant  was  not  known. 


to  make  a  guess,  or  to  assign  a  likely  place  as  the  former  home.  In 
writing  of  the  New  Haven  Colony  Guernseys,  what  more  likely  place  of 
origin  than  the  Isle  of  Guernsey,  and  what  more  suitable  occupation  than 
sailor?  And  so,  some  members  of  the  family  have  looked  there  for  our  be¬ 
ginnings.  But,  so  far  as  can  be  learned  there  is  no  evidence  within  the 
time  of  recorded  history  of  the  Island,  that  anyone  bearing  the  name  of 
Guernsey  or  Garnsey  ever  lived  there.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  evidence, 
as  a  following  page  shows/ that  the  name  was  found  in  several  counties  of 
old  England.  Some  even  imagined  that  knightly  blood  and  a  title  were 
abandoned,  because  these  immigrant  ancestors  chose  to  forget  their  ori¬ 
ginal  name  and  assume  a  place-name,  thought  to  have  been  taken  from  the 
Channel  Island.  But,  except  for  the  two  or  three  who  actually  searched 
in  the  Island  records,  no-one  seems  ever  to  have  made  any  real  search  in 
England  in  the  most  likely  places.  In  fact,  one  R.S. Guernsey  (probably 
Roscellus  Sheridan^)  writing  for  the  Round  Lake  Association  in  1895* 
stated  that  he  "was  unable  to  find  the  name  Guernsey,  Garnsey,  or  anything 
like  it  in  the  records  in  England,  prior  to  its  first  appearance  in  Ameri¬ 
ca."  Squire  Garnsey  made  a  similar  statement.  So,  imagine  our  confusion 
when  wide  reading  and  the  work  of  two  fine  professional  researchers  in 
England  located  well  over  a  hundred  people  named  Garnsey,  none  of  whom 
can  be  shown  to  have  any  authentic  connection  with  our  immigrants  to  New 
England.  A  summary  of  their  work  and  the  places  they  searched  is  included 
on  following  pages,  in  order  that  the  next  person  to  work  on  this  problem 
may  not  have  to  duplicate  their  searches. 

The  great  majority  of  Garnseys  and  Guernseys  in  the  country  to  day 
are  descended  from  Henry"*  of  Dorchester,  Mass,  and  Ijis  wife,  Hannah 
Munnings.  A  much  smaller  line  descends  from  Joseph 
Stamford,  Conn.

Dates.  Formerly  in  England,  the  legal  year  began  on  Annunciation  Day, 
March  25.  The  change  to  January  1  took  place  on  that  day  in  1752.  Old 
Style  calendar  dates  between  January  1  and  March  25  are  often  written 
thus:  24  Jan.  1722/3,  which  is  24  Jan.  1723  according  to  the  present 
system.  In  referring  to  printed  records  in  which  the  system  used  was 
not  made  clear  we  have  assumed  that  new  style  was  used.  In  this  com- 
oilation  we  have  written  dates  in  the  style  24  Apr. 1825  instead  of 
Apr.  24,  1825. 

Numerals.  This  book  is  concerned  with  the  descendants  of  Henry  and  Hannah 
(Munnings)  Garnsey,  born  sometime  after  1600.  We  have  designated  him  as 
Henryk  and  have  used^similar  superscript  numerals  to  indicate  succeeding 
generations,  as  John%  or  James^,  etc.  Children  bearing  the  Garnsey  or 
Guernsey  surname  are  numbered  in  order  of  birth  with  small  Roman  numerals 
i,  ii,  iii,  etc.  Those  descending  from  Garnsey-Guernsey  daughters,  and 
thus  bearing  other  surnames, are  indicated  by  small  letters  -  a,  b,  c,  etc 
in  order  of  birth.  Grandchildren,  when  included,  are  indicated  by  Arabic 
numerals  -  1,  2,  3.  etc.

HENRY-*  GARNSEY,  of  Dorchester,  Mass,  was  born  perhaps  about  1620  to  1625, 
place  and  parentage  have  not  been  determined.  He  died  in  Dorchester, 
Mass,  on  the  13th  of  August,  1692.

They  were  a  very  Godly  &  religious  people;  and  many  of  them  Persons  of 
Note  &  figure,  being  dignified  with  y8  Title  of  MASTER:  which  but  few  in 
those  days  were."  (Note:  For  "other  places"  see  Banks  "Planters  of  the 
Commonwealth.  .  ."  where-in  are  named  many  other  places  and  shires.) 

HENRY  GARNSEY  had  lived  in  Dorchester  before  Jan.  3»  1655/6,  long  enough 
for  the  townsmen  to  know  him  to  be  trustworthy,  for  on  that  date  he  was 
chosen  "Bayliffe”.  (Dorchester  Town  Records  in  "Fourth  Report  of  Record 
Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston."  1880  -  1883.  pg.  73  (93)  )• 

The  following  year  he  was  elected  Constable,  and  again  in  1 667  and  1678. 

(pg.  132  (170)).  Pg.  178.  "The  office  of  Constable  was  a  very  important 
one,  and  many  of  those  chosen  paid  a  fine  rather  than  to  serve.  Their 
Badge  of  office  was  a  black  staff  from  five  to  five  and  a  half  feet  long 
with  five  or  six  inches  at  the  ends  tipped  with  brass."

Who  was  Henry's  Wife? 

The  question  of  the  wife  (or  wives)  of  Henry  Garnsey  has  engaged  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  numerous  researchers.  Some  have  made  errors  in  interpreting  the 
findings.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  earliest  records  of  the  town  of  Dor¬ 
chester,  Mass,  cannot  be  consulted,  because  of  their  early  destruction  by 
fire,  it  has  been  necessary  to  assemble  whatever  other  data  are  available. 

Earliest  mention  of  a  wife  is  that  found  in  "Records  of  the  First  Church 
of  Dorchester,  Mass'.'  mentioned  above.  "Pg.  22  (23)  Hanah,  y8  wife  of 
Henry  Garnesy  admitted  y8  22  of  ye  (2)  60."  i.e.  22  April,  1660. 

Hannah,  wife  of  Henry  Garnsey,  died  at  Dorchester,  17  Aug.  1 686 .  (Dor¬ 
chester  Town  Records,  V.  XXI:  122)  His  second  wife  was  probably  Elizabeth 
LANE  Rider,  widow  of  Thomas  Rider.  She  survived  him  and  was  granted  let¬ 
ters  of  administration  of  his  estate  on  14  Oct.  1692.  (Suffolk  Co.  Pro. 

Rec.  Vol.  XIII:  65) 

Children  of  Henry  and  Hannah  (Munnings)  Garnsey  were  two:  John2,  b.  poss. 
in  April,  1648;  and  Joseph2  b.  poss.  in  Oct.  1649.  These  sons  were  bpt. 
in  First  Church  of  Dorchester,  29  (2)  1660,  "y8  elder  being  about  12  years 
old  &  the  other  about  a  yeare  &  halfe  younger".  (1st  Ch.  r»  p.  170  (191)  )• 

Henry  Garnsey  left  surviving  only  two  sons.  Whether  there  were  earlier 
children  who  had  died  before  their  father  is  not  known,  but  nothing 
seems  to  indicate  it,  altho  it  was  usual  for  a  man  to  have  more  than  two 
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children  in  those  days.  It  is  possible  some  might  have  died  in  one  of 
the  epidemics,  such  as  the  one  recorded  by  Blake  in  1690-91  when  57  per¬ 
sons  perished  of  smallpox  and  a  'fever'.

The  Freeman's  Oath  in  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  was  established  in 
1634  in  these  words.  I  (A.B.)  being  by  God's  providence  an  Inhabitant 
and  freeman,  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Commonwealth,  do  freely 
acknowledge  myself  to  be  subject  to  the  Government  thereof:  and  there¬ 
fore  do  here  swear  by  the  great  and  dreadful  Name  of  the  Everliving 
God,  that  I  will  be  true  and  faithfull  to  the  same,  and  will  accordingly 
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yield  assistance  and  support  thereunto,  with  my  person  and  my  estate,  as 
in  equity  I  am  bound;  and  will  truly  also  endeavor  to  maintain  and  pre¬ 
serve  all  the  liberties  and  privileges  thereof,  submitting  myself  to  the 
wholesome  Lawes  and  Orders  made  and  established  by  the  same.  And  further 
that  I  will  not  plot  or  practice  any  evill  against  it,  or  consent  to  any 
that  shall  do  so;  but  will  timely  discover  and  reveal  same  t.o  lawful 
authority  now  here  established  for  the  speedy  preventing  thereof. 

Moreover  I  doe  solemnly  bind  myself  in  the  sight  of  God,  that  when  I 
shall  be  called  to  give  my  voyce  touching  any  such  matter  in  this  State 
in  which  Freemen  are  to  deal,  I  will  give  my  vote  and  suffrage  as  I 
shall  judge  in  mine  own  conscience  may  best  conduce,  and  tend  to  the 
public  weal  of  the  body,  so  help  me  God  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Before  any  member  of  society  could  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage  or 
hold  any  public  office  he  must  be  made  a  freeman  by  the  general  or 
quarterly  Court.  He  must  produce  evidence  that  he  was  a  respectable 
member  of  some  Congregational  Church,  that  he  was  an  industrious  and  law 
abiding  person,  and  that  he  was  worth,  in  property  or  money  at  least  two 
hundred  pounds  or  that  he  had  an  income  which  an  invested  L200  would 
bring  to  him.  A  man  might  be  as  pious  as  any  of  the  Puritan  martyrs, 
bui/if  he  did  not  possess  L  200  he  had  no  voice  in  the  conduct  of  pub¬ 
lic  affairs.  The  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  was  in  no  sense  democratic. 
Members  of  the  "aristocracy"  were  known  as  "freemen".  There  were  sharp 
class  distinctions  among  the  people.  A  freeman  had  the  title  of  "Mister" 
while  a  common  person  without  the  franchise  was  known  as  Goodman,  and  his 
wife  as  Goodwife,  or  "Goody"  in  common  speech.  The  revised  charter  of 
1691  dropped  the  religious  clause,  and  the  right  to  vote  was  made  depen¬ 
dent  on  ownership  of  property  of  a  value  of  L  40  Sterling.

A  careful  study  of  records  available  was  made  by  the  reputable  and  able 
genealogical  researcher,  Francis  Sears  of  Swansea,  Mass,  who  has  proved 
conclusively  that  the  wife  of  Henry  Garnsey  was  a  Munnings,  a  sister  to 
Mahalaleel  Munnings  of  Dorchester.  Examination  of  the  original  will  of 
Edmund  Munnings,  of  Denge  in  County  Essex,  England  makes  it  plain  that 
the  eldest  daughter  to  whom  Edmund  left  a  legacy  was  named  "Hany"  -  no 
doubt  a  pet  name  for  Hannah.  Hence  the  printed  "Harry"  as  found  in  the 
New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Register,  Vol.  37:3?8  is  in  error.

The  emigration  from  County  Essex  was  second  heaviest  of  any  of  the  counties 
of  England  in  those  years,  244  being  numbered  from  there. 

THE  ABIGAIL  sailed  from  Plymouth,  her  last  port  of  call,  about  August  1, 

1635,  with  220  aboard,  and  with  many  cattle.  She  arrived  at  Boston  about 
October  8,  infected  with  small  pox.  (  Hull:  Diary,  in  American  Antiquarian 
Society  Proceedings  and  Public  Record  Office  MSS,  and  Drake:  Founders,  etc. 

28,  31  -  38) 

EDMUND  MUNNINGS  of  Denge,  co.  Essex,  England,  and  Dorchester,  Suffolk  Co. 
Mass,  born  in  England  in  1595  and  died  in  Denge,  between  2  Oct.  1666,  and 
18  July  1667,  the  dates  his  will  was  made  and  proved.  Parentage  unknown. 

He  married  (1)  in  England,  place  unknown,  by  1 625 ,  Mary  -  -  -,  b.  prob.  in 
Eng.  in  1605,  d.  possibly  in  Eng.  before  2  Oct.  1666;  he  m.  (2)  before 
2  Oct.  1666,  Markiet  (or  Markit)-  -  -,  who  was  living  2  Oct.  1 666 . 

Edmund  Munnings  caipe  to  New  England  in  THE  ABIGAIL  with  wife  Mary,  and  three 
children;  settled  at  Dorchester,  Mass,  and  was  there  from  1635  to  about 
1642,  after  which  he  returned  to  England.  He  had  three  children  b.  at  Dor¬ 
chester:  Hopestill,  Returned,  and  Takeheed.  His  sons  Mahalaleel  and  Returned 
resided  in  Dorchester  and  Boston;  Hopestill  probably  went  back  to  England.

iii.  Mahalaleel,  b.  1 632  in  England,  Came  with  parents  in  1635  in  THE 
ABIGAIL.  He  may  have  returned  to  England  with  his  father  in  1642, 
and  is  doubtless  the  person  who  returned  to  New  England  in  THE 
SPEEDWELL  in  1 656 ,  Here  he  married  Hannah  Wiswall,  dau.  of  John 
and  Margaret (Smith)  Wiswall  of  Boston,  They  had  2  or  more  ch.  only 
one  of  whom  survived  him.  She  was  named  Hannah.  A  son  Mahalaleel 
d.y.  ae  4  yrs.  On  the  9th  of  the  8th  month  1 6 59 V  Mahalaleel  Munnings 
was  dismissed  from  First  Church'unto  y6  second  church  at  Boston.' 
and  died  27  (12)  1 659 •  being  drowned  in  Mill  Creek  at  Boston  in  ye 
night.  (Dorchester  Church  Records).  By  the  inventory  of  his  estate 
in  1659  and  proved  30  Jan.  1660,  occupying  three  large  folio  pages  in 
Vol.  3  of  Suffolk  Co.  Wills  and  Inventories,  pp. 229-231,  it  appears 
that  he  invested  largely  in  English  goods,  and  was  a  prominent  mer¬ 
chant.

From  Squire  Garnsey’s  notes  are  the  following  excerpts  from  the  newspaper 
obituary  of  Mrs.  Sally  Guernsey;  "The  first  white  child  born  in  the  town 
of  Dalton,  N.H.  was  Bathsheba,  dau.  of  Moses  and  Lucy  Blake.  She  married 
John  Blakeslee,  one  of  the  early  settlers. . .on  7th  Apr.  18 1 4.  Of  their  8 
children  Sally  was  the  oldest. .. .Aaron  Guernsey  was  a  young  farmer  of  White- 
field  and  they  passed  the  first  twenty  years  of  their  married  life  there, 
then  in  I856  moved  to  this  town,  having  purchased  the  beautiful  farm  on  the 
Connecticut  river  in  District  #2,  now  owned  by  D.F. Hilliard.  In  1868,  Mr. 
Guernsey  purchased  of  Nelson  Chessman,  the  farm  once  owned  by  Andrew  Adams, 
and  which  has  been  the  Guernsey  home  since,  and  where  Mr.  Guernsey  died  in 
1888.  .  .  Of  their  eight  children,  five  are  living,  Mrs.  Lurinda  Russell 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Moore  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  Darius  and  Frederick,  prosperous  and 
highly  respected  business  men  of  Stockton  and  Linden,  Cal.  and  Hubert  J. 
who  has  remained  on  the  farm  and  who  has  been  an  affectionate  and  devoted 
son  in  all  these  years  of  his  mother’s  advancing  age.. .This  life,  far  be¬ 
yond  the  allotted  span  of  human  existence  has  been  one  of  steady  devotion 
to  duty  as  she  found  it  in  her  family  and  in  the  needs  and  requirements  of 
those  about  her.  She  was  ever  busy,  given  to  hospitality  and  deeds  of  kind¬ 
ness,  well-informed,  a  loving,  helpful,  and  considerate  mother  and  a  worthy 
follower  of  the  Divine  Master.  With  all  her  multitudinous  duties  as  a 
farmer's  wife  and  attending  to  the  wants  and  comforts  of  a  large  family, 
there  was  a  quiet  serenity  and  equanimity  of  temperament  which  did  much, 
undoubtedly  to  prolong  her  life  and  to  make  one  feel  that  such  a  green  old 
age  is  indeed  beautiful,  and  that  it  is  not  altogether  "vanity  and  vexation 
of  spirit..."

From  Squire  Garnsey' s  notes:  After  marriage  Amos  lived  in  Richmond  until 
the  2nd  of  the  following  November ( 1789) ,  when  he  went  to  Westminster,  Vt. 
where  he  worked  five  days  upon  his  own  land.  He  cut  his  leg  and  was  ob¬ 
liged  to  return  to  Richmond.  On  the  9th  of  the  next  March(l790)  he  moved 
to  Westminster,  arriving  on  the  tenth,  and  moved  in  with  Jacob  White.  On 
the  5th  of  May  he  commenced  to  build  his  log  house,  which  was  completed 
so  that  they  moved  in  on  the  25th  of  the  same  month.,  and  lived  in  West¬ 
minster  until  his  death. 

"He  was  a  pronounced  atheist,  which  creed  he  preached  throughout  his  life." 
(Note:  EGC.  Present-day  descendants  disagree,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  a  grandson  became  a  Universalist  minister,  and  kept  the  portrait 
of  Amos  hanging  over  his  desk,  as  a  way  of  reminding  himself,  that  if  he 
could  emulate  this  grandfather  he  would  be  a  most  exemplary  man.) 

"  Several  years  before  his  death"  says  Squire,  "he  purchased  a  stone  cof¬ 
fin  which  he  stored  in  his  carriage  shed  to  be  used  upon  his  death.  As 
early  as  1791  his  brother  Cyril  wrote  him  a  letter  (trying)~to  show  him 
the  error  of  his  way'.'  It  follows: 

"  Richmond,  August  20th  A  D  1791 

"Beloved  Brother  and  Sister  after  my  Love  to  you  these  lines  are  to  let 
you  know  i  am  in  a  very  Low  State  of  helth  I  was  seized  on  the  28  of 

July  with  the  plurycy  and  have  been  under  the  Doctors  hand  evercence 
on  the  14  of  this  month  was  given  over  by  Dr  Wilson  that  I  had  the  quick 
Consumption  settled  on  my  lungs  the  same  Day  had  Dr  Wadkins  who  all  most 
agreed  with  him  but  thought  it  not  settled  as  yet  I  remain  under  his  care 
and  am  sum  better  on  sum  accounts  but  the  cause  is  not  removed  there  remains 
Great  Doubt  of  my  ever  seeing  you  again  unless  you  shall  cum  down  very  soon 
which  I  leve  with  you  to  act  Duty  about  -  -  -  -  - 

Dear  brother  from  the  brink  of  eternity  in  the  name  and  fear  of  the  Lord 
let  me  once  more  Call  upon  you  to  try  and  prove  you  Little  hope  0  my 
brother  let  me  intreat  of  you  as  a  dying  brother  that  wishes  well  to  your 
immortal  Soul  Never  to  leave  the  tryal  of  your  hope  to  the  rock  and  Storm 
of  Death  for  I  can  tell  you  by  my  own  experience  that  Death  will  giv  you 
and  your  hope  an  immortal  Shock  -  Dear  brother  be  intreated  to  make  it 
your  Constant  business  to  Cry  to  the  God  of  heaven  that  he  will  giv  you 
assurance  and  if  your  hope  is  false  that  he  will  giv  you  one  that  will 
Stand  in  the  trying  Day  it  being  unsettled  whether  I  live  till  this  letter 
arive  to  you  I  warn  you  in  the  fear  of  God  not  to  let  me  find  you  at  the 
left  hand  in  the  trying  day  I  beeing  brought  to  the  brink  of  the  grave 
find  and  have  found  the  most  of  the  time  of  this  Sickness  an  immortal 
peace  in  my  Soul  especially  one  certain  time  when  I  thought  the  Nerves 
feavrer  had  setted  then  my  hope  was  tryed  the  rock  and  storm  of  death  and 
remained  unshaken  while  my  Soul  was  fild  with  transports  of  Joy  unspeakable 
whilst  by  an  eye  of  faith  I  looked  beyond  the  grave  finally  Brother  and 
Sister  fairwell.  -  -  -  -

ARDELL9  GUERNSEY  moved  with  her  parents  from  Janesville,  Wise,  in  1879  by 
train  to  Dakota  Terr,  where  she  lived  on  the  Homestead  and  Tree  claim  of 
her  father,  and  later  moved  into  the  town  of  Altamont  and  received  public 
schooling  there.  She  was  then  sent  to  her  Guernsey  grandparents  in  Janes¬ 
ville  for  H.S.  and  music  training.  She  taught  school  in  both  Minn,  and  S. 
Dak.;  she  also  taught  music.  Her  husband,  Joseph  S.  Eakins  was  Depot 
Agent  and  telegraph  operator  for  the  Northwestern  R.R.  in  Marshall  and  Alta¬ 
mont;  he  later  changed  to  the  Rock  Island  line  and  was  located  at  Clear 
Lake,  S.D.  and  Livermore,  la.  He  died  in  1906  leaving  Ardell  with  seven 
young  children  ranging  from  two  to  sixteen  years  of  age.

Wide  research  by  several  descendants  has  not  found  any  record  of  any  other 
marriage.  Ch.  a.  (One  only)  Ezekiel  Johnson.  Date  of  birth  and  father's 
name  not  proven  by  any  known  records.  The  claim  has  been  made  that  he  was 
Ezekiel  Johnson,  Sr.  who  was  b.  25  June  1750*  son  of  Isaac  and  Susannah 
(Thayer )Johnson,  who  were  mar.  (int.)  7  Mar.  1741,  and  had  eight  ch.  in 
Rehoboth,  Mass.  Ezekiel  Johnson,  child  of  Bethiah  Garnsey,  married  Julia 
Hills  and  they  named  their  third  son,  Seth  Guernsey  Johnson;  he  was  b. 

14  Feb.  1805  in  Worcester  Co.,  Mass.  d.  unm.,  Ezekiel  and  Julia(Hills) 
Johnson's  first  son, Joel  Hills  Johnson  named  his  sixth  son  Seth  Guernsey 
Johnson. 

Altho  Bethiah' s  husband  Jonathan  King  was  appointed  guardian  of  her 
son  Ezekiel,  he  was  not  popular  with  the  son,  who  left  home  because  of 
his  dislike  of  King,  according  to  tradition  in  the  Johnson  families. 

One  descendant  finds  in  the  diary  of  the  son  Joel  Hills  Johnson,  a 

(Cont. ) 
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reference  to  his  grandfather  Ezekiel  Johnson,  but  there  is  nothing  to  in¬ 
dicate  how  he  came  by  the  knowledge  that  this  was  the  grandfather’s  name. 

Ezekiel  is  said  to  have  told  his  family  that  his  father  was  a"no-good  - " 

who  went  off  to  war,  leaving  his  wife  and  never  came  back.  Another  tradi¬ 
tion  states  that  he  was  said  to"have  been  the  father  of  at  least  one  other 
son  by  another  woman" (than  Bethiah),  and  this  son  also  was  recorded  as 
illegitimate. 

Records  of  Worcester  County,  "Quarter  Sessions"  Bk.  IV: 304  state  that 
in  Sept.  1773  Bethiar  Gansee  ^aid  a  fine  for  having  an  illegitimate  child, 
the  act  having  been  committed* May  1772,  with  "a  male  person,  being  to  the 
said  jurors  unknown".  This  might  have  been  the  child  Ezekiel  Johnson,  but 
there  is  no  positive  proof  known.  Bethiah* s  mother  married  second  Ebene- 
zer  Smith  and  in  1775  this  family  moved  from  Uxbridge  to  Douglas,  ’Worces¬ 
ter  Co.,  MassVWorcester  County  Warnings,  1737-1788"  under  date  of  2  Jan. 
1776,  date  of  the  return  of  the  warning  to  the  Court,  lists  as  "warned  out" 
Smith,  Ebenezer,  w.  Bethiah,  ch.  Sarah,  Patience,  Lewis,  Abel,  Bethiah 
Garnsey  and  her  child  Ezekiel  Johnson,  on  27  Nov.  1 775*  In  Jan.  1779. 
they  were  living  in  Ashford,  Conn,  as  shown  by  a  deed,  which  transfers 
certain  land  to  Jonathan  Drown  of  Rehoboth,  Mass.  -  one  parcel  of  land  in 
Freetown,  Mass,  containing  about  20  acres,  it  is  "all  that  tract  of  land 
that  fell  to  said  Sethiar  by  heirship  from  her  Hon*d  father  Seth  Ganzey, 
late  of  Rehoboth,  deceased.  .  .together  with  all  ye  rights  that  doth  be¬ 
long  to the  said  Sethiah  as  heir  to  ye  Thirds  of  Land  now  in  possession  of 
her  Hon’d  Grandmother  Hannah  Mansfield".  Deed  signed  by  Jonathan  King 
and  Sethier  King.

Chester  Smith  Guernsey  came  to  Indiana  in  1844  with  his  father's  family  from 
Canada.  At  that  time  the  railroad  came  as  far  only  as  Michigan  City.  The 
land  was  forested  and  he  cleared  it  with  an  axe.  The  inscription  on  his 
tombstone  in  Guernsey  Cemetery  showrs  an  axe  and  underneath  it  the  words 
"The  way  I  made  my  living".  He  wore  his  hair  to  his  shoulders  and  always 
had  fine  boots.  The  children  always  called  him  Santa  and  he  called  himself 
"Old  King  Chet"  becuase  of  his  son  Chester  and  a  third  younger  Chester.  He 
lived  south  of  Deep  River,  Ind.  five  miles  and  shipped  hogs  and  cattle  to 
Chigao.  A  nephew,  Hazzard  S.  Guernsey  recalls  how  the  children  enjoyed  his 
liveliness  and  ability  to  dance  a  jig  for  them.  He  could  jump  on  a  horse 
bareback  when  in  his  seventies  and  round  up  the  cattle  in  the  pasture. 

When  he  visited  San  Francisco  at  the  turn  of  the  Century  he  was  "so  thrilled 
by  the  ferry  boats  that  he  rode  back  and  forth  most "all. day. .."  He  was  an 
old  man  then  but  really  young  in  spirit.

".  .  .left  Richmond  for  Whitefield,  and  paid  29 $  at  the  gate  Staid  at 
Stanleys  in  Swansey  the  9th  at  noon  got  to  Keene  and  paid  out  one  dollar 
and  67^  at  the  store  and  20  cts.  at  the  tavern  and  17  cts  at  Surrey  to  the 
blacksmith  for  staple  and  on  the  morn  of  the  10th  at  Holbrooks  one  dollar 
and  12  cts  and  at  the  gate  in  Surrey  99  cts  at  Griswold  in  Walpole  22  at 
breakfast  at  Evans  Charleston  36  cts  for  mending  a  whip  on  the  morning  of 
the  11th  paid  to  Haldwen  one  dollar  and  16  cts  at  Gulwegs  in  Claremont  at 
noon  52  cts  at  store  in  Corn  1.02  .  .  .Arrived  in  Whitefield  the  16th  of 


9th  month  1823  and  paid  out  on  the  road  29  dollars  and  51  cents." 

Cyril  Garnsey  was  a  staunch  Quaker  of  more  than  ordinary  education  and  of 
sterling  character.  Like  others  of  his  time  and  faith,  he  ate  with  his  hat 
on.  A  grand -daughter  says  of  him  "One  of  the  best  men  that  ever  lived,  - 
very  "sot"  but  intended  always  to  be  "Sot  right".  He  spelled  the  name  Garn¬ 
sey  as  his  ancestors  had,  but  shortly  before  his  death  in  1840  he  changed  to 
Guernsey,  believing  that  had  been  the  original  way.  (See  also  pg.  14)

Darius  A.  went  to  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa  in  1865,  but  lost  money  on  his  invest¬ 
ments,  in  a  money  panic.  He  arrived  in  Stockton,  Cal.  in  April  1870,  and 
there  he  worked  on  the  old  Gardenshire  Ranch  near  Oakdale,  In  reply  to 
kidding  about  his  New  England  "twang"  said  that  some  day  he  would  own  that 
ranch.  It  was  owned  by  him  at  time  of  his  death  29  Nov.  1 91 5.  For  the 
first  eight  yrs.  he  was  a  clerk  at  the  general  merchandise  store  of  E.R. 
Stockwell;  then  he  entered  into  partnership  with  A. W. Allen  in  the  station¬ 
ery  business.  He  soon  retired  from  this  to  devote  his  time  to  stock  buying 
and  trading  in  farms.  In  the  years  when  farming  on  a  large  scale  brought 
big  returns,  his  successes  in  this  line  brought  him  large  remuneration. 

With  P.  B.  Fraser  and  D.  S.  Rosenbaum  he  organized  the  Farmers  and  Merchants 
Bank  in  October  I889.  And  in  1909*  both  his  partners  having  died,  Darius 
succeeded  to  its  presidency  where  he  continued  till  his  death.  He  was  also 
President  of  the  Bank  of  Lodi  and  vice-president  of  the  Commercial  Bank  of 
Oakdale.  His  son,  Frank  A.  was  elected  to  fill  both  these  positions  short¬ 
ly  after  his  father's  death.  He  was  -  as  described  by  his  son  -  "  the  typi¬ 
cal  old-time  banker  with  a  heart,  always  looking  for  a  chance  to  help 
young  men.  He  did  not  know  what  a  'financial  statement*  looked  like,  nor 
did  he  have  one  in  the  bank,  when  I  succeeded  him;  he  loaned  on  character 
and  made  few  mistakes'.'  An  editorial  after  his  death  remarks  '  No  man  ever 
had  greater  consideration  for  the  rights  of  his  fellow  men  than  he,  and 
that  consideration  sometimes  took  the  form  of  philanthropy,  for  a  banker 
does  not  gain  the  appellation  of  'Dad'  without  deserving  it  through  acts 
of  kindness.  Yet,  Mr.  Guernsey  posed  only  as  a  business  man  striving  daily 
to  improve  his  God-given  talent  for  managing  his  secretly  practiced  benevo¬ 
lence'  . 

Franklin  Hatch  came  to  California  in  1859  settling  in  Murphy's  Diggings. 

In  Dec.  1862  his  wife  and  daughter  Nellie  joined  him.  They  made  the  trip 
in  the  California  mail  steamer,  the  "Ariel"  which  was  captured  en  route 
near  Cuba  by  the  "Alabama",  which  had  been  on  the  lookout  for  a  steamer 
carrying  gold  from  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  to  New  York.  After  being  held  for 
a  couple  of  days,  a  bond  for  the  value  of  the  prize  and  her  cargo  was  exacted 
from  the  captain,  and  the"Ariel"  was  suffered  to  proceed  with  her  voyage.

of  Congress  passed  June  7*  1832;  that  he  enlisted  in  the  army  of  the  United 
States  in  the  year  1780,  July  1st  with  Captain  Robinson  and  served  in  the 
Col.  Reed's  Regiment  of  the  New  Hampshire  line,  under  the  following-named 
officers:  Col  Reed  commander  -  Major  Morri.1  of  the  field  adjutant  Bell  - 
of  the  staff.

Robinson,  I  believe.  I  enlisted  on  the  first  day  of  July  AD  1780  for  six 
month^nd  served  it  out  in  said  Compan^Gnder  said  officers  and  on  the  last 
day  of  December  1780  I  was  discharged  -  Gen'l  Hazen  commanded  the  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  Brigade  I  think  -  I  marched  to  West  Point  in  New  York  State  and  joined 
the  Army  there  -  I  moved  with  the  Army  into  the  Jersey's  -  I  was  there  when 
Andre”*  was  captured  -  Then  orders  came  for.  our  Regiment  to  march  back  through 
the  woods  to  West  Point  -  that  we  went  on "Indian  file  through  the  woods 
many  miles  and  after  being  statid^d  a  few  weeks  there  we  moved  our  quarters 
to  a  place  called  Soldier's  Fortune  and  there  we  built  huts  to  winter  in 
and  went  into  winter  quarters  and  when  my  six  months  service  had  expired 
I  was  honorably  discharged  by  Col.  Reed.  I  sent  my  discharge  to  Ports¬ 
mouth,  N.H.  to  get  my  pay  and  never  received  it  back.  He  hereby  relinquishes 
every  claim  whatsoever  to  a  pension  or  an  annuity,  except  the  present,  and 
he  declares  that  his  name  is  not  on  the  Pension  Roll  of  any  agency  in  any 
state.  Sworn  to  and  subscribed  the  day  and  year  aforesaid.

Her  daughter-in-law,  Mrs.  Delbert  Towne  cared  for  Achsah 
till  she  died  at  the  advanced  age  of  hearly  101  years. 

A  letter  Achsah  wrote  has  survived  and  gives  a  bit  of  a  picture  of  life 
as  they  knew  it.  It  is  addressed  to  "Darling  Garnsey,  Daansville,  Lewis 
Co.,  N.Y.  Postmark  =  Carthage,  N.Y.  Pd  3*"  A  large  sheet  of  paper  12j  x 
15"  is  folded  and  sealed  with  red  wax.

three  months  and  sent  them  to  Washington  he  thought  there  was  money  in 
one  of  them.  I  should  be  verry  glad  to  see  you  all  verry  much  the 
bearer  is  waiting  do  write  and  let  me  know  all  about  it  dont  delay  wri¬ 
ting  I  beg  of  you  to  let  us  know  immediately  give  my  respects  to  all

Meantime  he  engaged 
in  railroad  construction  in  Wyoming.  In  1883  he  returned  to  South  America 
to  look  after  his  mining  interests.  After  a  few  months  he  returned  to  the 
U.S.  and  went  to  Hot  Springs,  Ark.  where  he  died  at  the  early  age  of  47  years.

At  age  of  Jj  years,  Fred  Aurin  moved  with  parents  to  Lancaster,  N.H.  where 
his  early  life  was  spent  on  a  small  general  farm,  his  father  buying  and 
selling  sheep  and  cattle.  Fred’s  first  business  dea1  was  made  when  his 
father  had  told  him  to  ask  $40  for  a  certain  bull.  When  Fred's  father  was 
not  at  home,  a  man  came  along  one  day,  and  wanted  the  bull  to  work  with 
one  he  already  had.  Fred  A.  would  not  come  down  on  his  price,  and  so  when 
his  father  came  home,  he  was  much  surprised  to  get  the  $40,  as  he  said 
that  $30  would  have  been  a  good  price  for  it.  Fred  went  to  school  on  the 
banks  of  the  Connecticut  River,  where  there  was  much  skating  and  racing 
on  the  frozen  river  and  gathering  maple  sap  and  making  sugar.  There  was 
logging  with  large  teams  hauling  logs  to  the  frozen  river,  and  waiting  for 
the  thaw  to  take  them  downstream. 

He  moved  to  Lowell,  Mass,  about  the  age  of  19  yrs  and  worked  in  the  store 
of  his  brither-in-law,  A.  L.  Russell  for  four  years.  Returning  to  Lancaster, 
he  went  into  the  grocery  business  with  Charles  Howe.  In  1879  he  sold  out 
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and  went  to  Kansas,  but  did  not  find  it  to  his  liking,  so  went  on  to  Cali¬ 
fornia,  which  he  did  like  from  the  time  of  his  arrival.  His  brother 
Darius  A.  who  was  in  Iowa  for  a  time  had  come  to  California  in  I869. 

Fred  worked  on  the  Mattison  Ranch  near  Farmington,  his  first  job  being 
to  plow  with  a  six-horse  team.  After  a  few  months,  Darius  A. came  one 
Sunday  with  a  man  to  take  Fred's  place,  provided  Fred  was  interested  in 
buying  an  interest  in  a  store  at  Linden  of  which  Darius  had  heard.  F.A. 
bought  in  with  Frank  Wasley,  who  staid  about  a  year,  then  sold  out  to  Fred, 
who  staid  on  four  more  years  before  selling  out  to  Green  and  Davis. 

In  1884/5,  F.A.  moved  near  Escalon,  where  he  farmed  in  partnership  with 
Darius  for  about  three  years.  After  being  kicked  by  a  horse,  he  left 
ranching  to  resume  store  business,  going  in  with  W.H. Sheets,  in  general 
merchandise  in  Linden, until  1917.  He  retired  then  to  the  farm  he  had 
bought  about  1904.

"Olive  Hazen' s  father,  Elder  Hazen  was  of  Scotch  descent,  and  her  mother, 
Abigail  Thomas  Hazen  was  of  old  New  England  families  and  connected  with 
the  Crossman  family.  On  her  mother's  side,  her  great-great-grandfather 
Thomas  was  a  General  in  the  Revolutionary  Army  and  his  father  was  the 
first  Thomas  here,  he  being  one  of  the  English  adventurers,  who  financed 
the  original  Mayflower  pilgrims'  expedition  on  the  Mayflower's  first  trip 
with  colonists.  He  came  over  on  a  later  trip  of  the  same  boat.  On  the 
Hazen  side  she  traced  her  ancestry  back  by  direct  descent  to  Edward  Hazen 
who  came  to  Mass.  1 639 •  Her  grandfather  Elias  Thomas  built  the  first 
frame  house  in  Woodstock,  Vt. Elder  and  Abigail  (Thomas)Hazen  had  9  child¬ 
ren,  seven  of  whom  lived  to  maturity. 

George  S.  Guernsey  began  the  study  of  medicine  March  1842  with  Dr.  J.H. 
Phelps  of  Rochester  Vt. where  he  continued  reading  for  two  years. Then  he 
associated  with  Dr.  B.  R.  Palmer  of  Woodstock  Vt.  Medical  College,  and 
graduated  there  in  June  1845.  After  practicing  for  three  years  in  Vermont 
he  migrated  west,  making  the  trip  by  boat  in  four  weeks.  Cousins  in  Chi- 
cagg^ried  to  get  him  to  stay  there,  but  he  bought  in  1849/20  acres  of  land 
in  Van  Buren  Co.,  Iowa.  In  I858  bought  part  interest  in  a  drugstore  in 
Keosauqua  in  Van  BurBn  Co.  on  the  Des  Moines  River,  where  he  remained  for 
ten  years.  It  is  said  they  sold  plenty  of  whiskey  and  were  strictly  "hard 
money  boys".  He  paid  $500  for  a  substitute  to  serve  for  him  in  the  Civil 
War.  Bought  180  acres  of  land,  and  in  1868  built  the  homestead  house, 
"Locust  Hill"*  However  in  1 87 1  moved  on  to  Council  Bluffs,  where  he  bought 
a  drug  store  and  a  fine  residence.  Practiced  medicine  in  the  city  for  six 
years.  In  1878  went  to  San  Francisco  and  was  an  incorporator  and  stock- 


holder  in  Continental  Oil  and  Transportation  Co.  In  1381  he  returned  to 
his  country  estate  in  Lebanon,  Iowa.  Was  Presbyterian,  Mason,  county 
supervisor,  appraiser  for  the  Gov’t.,  president  of  the  Agricultural  Socie¬ 
ty."

One  son  was  in  the  Army  at  Bataan,  surviving  the  'death  march',  was  on  a 
troopship  as  a  prisoner,  which  the  Japanese  were  sending  back  to  Japan, 
when  it  was  torpedoed  by  a  U.S. submarine.  One  son  was  in  the  Navy  and  on 
a  light  cruiser  which  was  torpedoed  early  in  the  War  in  the  Malacca  Str. 
at  night,  while  escaping  from  air  attack.  All  on  board  were  lost.  A  third 
son  was  killed  in  a  bomber  shot  down  over  Germany.

Henry  Newell  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Rochester,  then  graduated 
from  Royalton  Academy.  Left  home  when  a  little  over  20,  and  went  to  Pa. 
where  he  taught  school  at  Darby,  Pa.  He  studied  medicine  under  Dr.  A.E. 
Small,  later  in  the  medical  department  of  Pennsylvania  College,  Philadel¬ 
phia.  Transferred  to  the  Medical  department  of  the  Univ.  of  New  York, 
whence  he  was  graduated  in  spring  of  1844.  In  1862  he  received  an  honorary 
degree  from  the  Homeopathic  Medical  College  of  Pennsylvania.  Resided  in 
Frankford,  Pa.  for  13  yrs.  as  a  homeopathic  physician,  surgeon  and  obstetri¬ 
cian.  He  pioneered  in  the  homeopathic  field  and  practiced  over  a  large  area 
near  Frankford.  In  1857  moved  into  Philadelphia,  where  he  located  perma¬ 
nently.  He  was  an  indefatigable  worker  in  his  profession,  an  able  teacher 
and  sincere  and  zealous  in  what  he  considered  right.  He  was  author  of  many 
medical  treatises,  and  a  member  of  numerous  medical  societies.  He  had  a 
very  large  practice  and  became  an  authority  on  materia  medica  and  in  ob¬ 
stetrics.

An  interesting  family  -  one  with  a  strong  sense  of  family  ties  -  and  which 
kept  a  record  book  of  the  descendants  of  this  stalwart  pioneer  couple. 

They  moved  soon  after  marriage  to  Woodstock,  Oxford  Co.,  Ontario,  their 
first  son  being  born  en  route  while  in  Jefferson  Co.,  N.Y.  There  seems  to 
be  no  word  surviving  why  they  became  dissatisfied  with  life  in  Ontario, 
but  they  did  move  back  to  the  states  about  1844  and  took  up  160  acres  of 
land  in  Indiana  on  the  Lake  and  Porter  county  line.  Ho sea  B.  dedicated 
one  acre  of  this  land  ”to  the  heirs  of  Hosea  B. Guernsey  forever”  to  be 
used  as  a  burial  place,  and  many  of  the  family  are  buried  there.  '  A  grand¬ 
son,  now  living  in  California,  says  ’’they  had  many  trying  times  but  they 
were  a  hardy  lot”.  The  Valparaiso  Court  House  was  burned  some  30  years 
ago  and  all  records,  including  deeds  were  lost  in  the  fire.

Note:  *In  one  portion  of  his  "V.R.  and  Lisbon  Families"  Rix  says  that 
Mary  and  her  brother  Ebenezer  were  children  of  John6  and  Jane (Wallace ) . 
But  in  listing  the  V.R.  of  Lisbon,  he  gives  them  as  ch.  of  Jesse.  The 
latter  is  evidently  correct,  for  John's  first  dau.  Louisa2  was  b.  13  Mar. 
18 15,  and  therefore  he  could  not  have  had  also  a  son  Ebenezer  b.  26  Dec. 
1814. 


Jesse  moved  with  parents  to  Richmond  N.H.  some  time  after  1768.  Was 
in  Winchester  by  1795*  Bassett  in  his  "History  of  Richmond"  says: "Jesse 
lived  on  the  west  end  of  Lot  #  7,  Range  12,  on  the  hill  south  of  Thayer's 
sawmill,  near  a  brook  still  called  "the  Jess  brook".  Listed  in  1800  cens. 
at  Franconia,  and  1810  at  Concord.  In  18 50  cens.  Jesse  and  Olive  now  84 
and  75  yrs,  of  age  were  living  with  Asahel6  and  Sarah  in  Lisbon.  In  i860 
Olive,  age  85  now  lives  with  son  John  at  Lincoln,  N.H. 


In  some  histories  of  New  Hampshire,  "Aunt  Jess  Guernsey"  is  given  credit 
for  discovery  of  "The  Flume"  while  on  a  fishing  jaunt.  Altho  the  age  which 
is  assigned  her  is  much  older  than  she  actually  was,  it  is  likely  that 
"Aunt  Jess"  was  Olive,  wife  of  Jesse  Garnsey.  Frederick  Kilburn  in  his 
"Chronicles  of  the  White  Mountains"  publ.  May  1 9 1 6 ,  says: "Regarding  the 
discovery  of  the  other  great  natural  curiosity  of  the  Franconia  Notch,  the 
Flume,  there  is  little  to  tell.  Indeed,  beyond  the  bare  statement  that  it 
was  made  at  about  the  same  time  as  that  of  the  fvofile,  and  by  Mrs.  Jessie.' 1-) 
Guernsey,  wife  of  the  pioneer  settler  of  this  locality,  while  fishing 
along  the  brook,  information  seems  to  be  lacking."  The  Garnsey  farm  was 
located  one  mile  south.

Monday  night  he  took  a  room  in  Ramona  Lodging  House  conducted  by  his  daugh¬ 
ter  Mrs.  A1  Gossett.  About  8  a.m.  Tuesday  morning,  Mr.  Gurnsey  was  found 
unconscious  in  his  room  by  his  granddaughter,  suffering  from  asphyxiation. 
Dr.  Cameron  was  called  and  worked  over  him.  He  was  partly  restored,  but 
unconscious  all  day.  The  doctor  did  not  know  what  the  result  would  be. 

He  had  attempted  to  turn  off  the  electric  light  which  hangs  near  a  gas- 
jet,  but  instead  had  turned  on  the  gas  jet.  The  room  soon  filled  with 
the  poisonous  vapor  which  rendered  him  unconscious."

’’The  Training  School  for  Nurses"  of  the  Hahnemann  Hospital,  as  lecturer, 
chairman  of  the  curriculum  of  study,  and  member  of  the  executive  committee. 
In  1895  he  was  appointed  on  the  Board  of  Homeopathic  Medical  Examiners 
of  Pa,  and  was  its  secretary  and  treasurer.  In  1894  he  founded  "The  Satur¬ 
day  Night  Club  of  Micro scopists"  an  organization  with  large  membership, 
having  for  its  object  the  scientific  pursuit  of  Pathology  and  Medical  re¬ 
search  in  general.

Joseph  J.  was  listed  At  Rochester,  Vt.  in  1810,  1820,  1830,  1840,  and  1850 
census  records.  The  death  of  his  wife  in  1881  is  chronicled  in  a 
Philadelphia,  Pa.  paper  ,  from  which  the  following  excerpt  is  made: 
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Philadelphia,  Pa.  Death  of  an  aged  lady  Sept.  1881 

Mrs.  Phebe  Jefferson  Guernsey,  died  at  the  residence  of  her  late  son, 
Dr.  William  Fuller  Guernsey,  #  4432  Frankford  Ave,  on  the  20  inst.  at  the 
advanced  age  of  98  yrs.  and  nearly  8  months,  she  having  been  born  at  Ux¬ 
bridge,  Mass,  on  the  20th  day  of  Jan.  1783.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Joseph 
Jefferson,  who  was  a  cousin  of  President  Thomas  Jefferson.  During  the 
period  in  ifhich  Thomas  Jefferson  was  Minister  to  the  French  Court,  his 
cousin  Joseph  was  with  him  in  the  capacity  of  private  secretary.  He  also 
participated  in  the  throwing  of  tea  overboard  in  Boston  Harbor  during  the 
Revolutionary  period,  and  was  in  all  respects  an  ardent  patriot.  The  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  notice  removed  to  Rochester,  Vt.  in  1798,  where,  four  years 
later,  in  her  19th  year,  on  July  4,  1802  she  married  Joseph  Jefferson  Guern¬ 
sey,  a  prominent  citizen  of  that  vicinity.  Mr.  Guernsey  died  bn  the  7th  of 
April,  18 55*  In  1867  Mrs.  Guernsey  came  to  Frankford  to  reside  with  her  son 
Dr.  William  F.  Guernsey,  a  homeopathic  physician,  who  some  years  previously 
established  himself  there,  and  had  obtained  a  large  and  successful  practice 
in  that  section  of  the  city  and  the  surrounding  country.  Dr.  Guernsey  died 
in  1877,  and  his  mother  continued  her  residence  with  the  family. 

Mrs.  Guernsey  possessed  a  fund  of  valuable  information,  obtained 
through  her  study  of  the  standard  works  of  the  day,  which,  with  an  acute 
memory  and  remarkable  conversational  abilities,  made  her  a  cherished  and 
valued  acquisition  to  the  most  intelligent  circles  of  her  time.  Through 
her  father's  influence  she  was  enabled  to  come  in  contact  with  the  most 
prominent  men  connected  with  the  early  period  of  the  Government,  and  her 
reminiscences  of  events  of  those  days  continued  fresh  in  her  memory.  Her 
remembrance  of  all  the  earlier  Presidents  of  the  United  States  was  also 
vivid . 

In  her  early  days  she  connected  herself  with  the  Congregational  Church, 
and  always  remained  an  active  and  consistent  member  of  it.  She  was  a  great 
Bible  reader,  having  perused  that  sacred  volume  no  less  than  forty  times 
in  the  course  of  her  life.  She  led  a  very  active  life,  and  retained  excel¬ 
lent  health  up  to  about  a  year  ago,  when  increasing  debility  confined  her 
to  her  room.  She  retained  all  her  faculties  to  a  remarkable  extent  up  to 
almost  the  last  moment  of  her  life.  In  her  sick  room  she  was  patient,  re¬ 
signed,  fearful  of  causing  trouble  to  her  attendants,  and  frequently  ex¬ 
pressed  her  desire  and  willingness  to  "go  home". 

Mrs.  Guernsey  was  the  mother  of  eleven  children,  but  two  of  whom  - 
Dr.  Henry  N.  Guernsey,  a  well-known  homeopathic  practitioner  of  this  city, 
and  Mrs.  Hiram  Freeman,  residing  in  Iowa,  survive  her.  She  leaves  nine 
grandchildren  and  ten  great-great-grandchildren.

Oliver  and  Rachel  probably  remained  in  Wrentham  until  1771/2,  then  removed 
to  Richmond,  N.H.  where  they  settled  on  Lot  #11,  range  7.  Bassett  in 
"History  of  Richmond"  says  his  home  was  near  the  David  Buffum  place.  He 
removed  to  Westminster,  Vt.  about  1787  where  he  was  an  early  Baptist 
preacher.  It  was  told  of  him  that  he  never  prepared  a  text,  but  awaited 
divine  inspiration  for  his  words.  He  was  one  of  the  last  of  the  "old 
school"  preachers,  to  wear  knee  breeches  and  buckles  on  his  shoes.

Dr.  Oliver  studied  medicine  with  his  father  and  elder  brother,  Dr.  Lowell 
Guernsey,  Graduated  from  Castleton,  Vt.  Medical  College,  and  began  practice 
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at  Pierrepont,  St.  Lawrence  Co.,  N.Y.  There  in  1830  cens.  3  in  family. 

In  spring  of  1831  he  removed  to  Randolph,  Cattaraugus  Co.,  N.Y.  and  set¬ 
tled  there  permanently.  From  his  home  there  he  practiced  medicine  thru 
several  townships  for  a  period  of  about  15  years,  both  among  whites  and 
Indians.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  first  Cattaraugus  County  Medical 
Society.  During  the  latter  part  of  his  life,  he  was  engaged  quite  exten¬ 
sively  in  farming,  having  given  up  practice  of  medicine.

Orrin  and  Sally  Cooley  Guernsey  made  their  first  home  in  Franconia,  N.H. 
where  he  was  a  lawyer  and  a  man  of  more  than  local  prominence,  serving  in 
the  New  Hampshire  legislature  at  age  of  24  yrs.  At  about  the  same  time 
he  entered  in  the  mercantile  business  with  his  Uncle  Amasa  Guernsey  in 
Franconia.  He  also  served  for  some  time  as  Colonel  and  Brigadier  General 
in  the  N.H. State  Militia. 

In  the  spring  of  1843  they  moved  to  Janesville,  Wise,  via  Albany,  Erie 
Canal  to  Buffalo,  to  Indiana,  etc.  He  entered  the  insurance  business  in 
Janesville.  In  1846/7  he  was  one  of  a  five-man  National  Peace  Commission 
that  negotiated  a  treaty  with  the  Sioux  Indian  tribe,  which  led  to  the 
opening  up  of  the  Northwest  Territory.  He  prized  a  "pipe-of-peace”given 
to  him  by  the  Indian  chief.  He  continued  on  to  California,  where  he  took 
part  in  the  exploration  for  gold  in  1849,  returning  around  the  Cape  to 
his  home  in  Janesville  that  fall.  In  1 856  bought  two  lots  at  Plymouth. 

In  1855  in  the "Mayberry  lynching”  in  Court  House  Park,  it  was  Orrin  who 
three  times  cut  the  rope  in  an  attempt  to  prevent  the  angry  mob  from  tak¬ 
ing  the  law  into  its  own  hands.  The  Rock  Co.  Agricultural  Society  was 
founded  by  the  combined  efforts  of  a  Mr.  Willard  and  Orrin  Guernsey.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Wisconsin  legislature’s  15th  session  in  1862;  a  let¬ 
ter  from  Sarah  to  her  sister  Peedee  Cooley  Stevens  living  in  Vermont,  in 
Oct. -Nov.  1861  says  in  part”... my  husband  has  been,  by  unanimous  vote, 
made  an  honorable  member  of  our  State  Assembly.  Goes  the  last  of.  Janu¬ 
ary. "  She  says  too  that "Orrin  is  no  farmer,  so  he  tends  to  his  insurance 
business,  while  she  and  the  boys  try  to  keep  the  farm  going,  besides 
their  schooling. . . " 

After  the  Civil  war,  his  brother-in-law  Judge  Dennis  N.  Cooley  of  Dubu¬ 
que,  la.  was  appointed  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  under  both  President 
Lincoln  and  President  Johnson,  and  Orrin  served  on  the  Northwestern  Indian 
Commission  at  this  time  also.  He  received  a  pair  of  small  silver  plaques 
as  keepsakes,  with  the  likenesses  of  Lincoln  and  Johnson  on  them.  He 
served  in  the  City  Council  of  Janesville  for  several  years,  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  a  number  of  years,  of  the  Wisconsin  State 
Institution  for  the  Blind.  He  also  wrote  and  published  a  history  and  map 
of  Rock  County. 

He  was  a  man  of  means,  having  both  a  city  home  and  a  country  estate,  a 
large  and  very  fine  farm,  one  of  the  show  places  to  the  east  of  Janesville 
with  big  gates,  beautiful  drives  and  fine  fields.  But  best  of  all,  he  was 
loved  by  bis  fellow  men.  Orrin  used  to  tell  that  his  grandmother (Esther 
Fassett)Guernsey,  a  devout  Quaker  lady  had  made  him  sit  in  her  parlor  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  for  hours  on  end  without  moving.  He  felt  he  would 
raise  his  family  with  more  freedom.  They  were  Unitarians.  His  grand¬ 
father  Bowles  was  also  a  minister,  tho  of  what  faith  is  not  known.  .Orrin 
was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  intellectual  ability,  tall  and  commanding 
in  personal  appearance,  radical  in  his  political  ideas  and  in  his  religion 
a  firm  and  persistent  friend  of  free  schools,  an  advocate  of  every  reform 
that  elevates  mankind  or  makes  society  better.  In  politics  he  was  a  Jackson 
Democrat,  but  at  the  time  of  its  reorganization  he  and  his  five  sons  joined 
the  Republican  party.  He  was  a  Unitarian  of  the  liberal  type,  and  apparent¬ 
ly  a  "questioner"  for  the  inscription  on  his  tombstone  is  :  "there  lives 
more  faith  in  honest  doubt,  Believe  me,  than  in  half  the  creeds ".-Tennyson. 
His  wife  Sarah  Taylor  Cooley,  born  8  Apr.  1821  at  Lisbon,  N.H.  was  one  of 
10  children  of  Benjamin  and  Mary( Polly; (Taylor)  Cooley,  Eight  lived  to 
adulthood.  Her  father,  a  farmer  at  Sugar  Hill  died  in  fall  of  1827, 
leaving  eight  children  under  16  yrs,  Dennis  Nelson,  the  baby,  being  not 
yet  two.  Her  paternal  grandfather  was  Aaron  Cooley,  who  was  a  private  in 
the  Revolution,  who  lived  to  be  91  yrs  of  age.  Her  grandfather  Taylor  ran 
away  when  very  young  to  become  a  wagon-boy  in  the  Continental  Army  of  the 
Revolutionary  War.  He  lived  to  be  97  yrs,  and  was  one  of  the  few  men  who 
voted  for  both  George  Washington  and  Abraham  Lincoln  for  president. 

Sarah  Cooley  Guernsey  taught  school  before  her  marriage.  In  Janesville, 
besides  her  church  activities,  she  was  an  ardent  worker  for  woman  suffrage 
and  temperance  and  among  her  other  civic  interests,  carried  on  an  active 
campaign  for  a  free  public  library.  Her  daughter  Minerva  Guernsey  King 
has  been  recognized  as  having  founded  the  Janesville  Public  Library  in  the 
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fall  of  1882  and  Sarah  Cooley  Guernsey  was  a  member  of  the  first  Board  of 
Directors.  Her  last  years  were  spent  between  Lake  Geneva  and  Janesville 
where  it  was  her  wish  to  end  her  days.  The  inscription  on  her  tombstone 
is:  "Ring  out  the  old,  Ring  in  the  new;  Ring  out  the  false.  Ring  in 

the  True".  -  Tennyson.

Two  years  later,  William  assumed  the 
business,  greatly  extended  it,  having  buyers  in  Chicago,  Detroit  and 
points  in  Canada.  He  added  an  extensive  wholesale  and  retail  grocery  busi¬ 
ness  and  also  real  estate.  In  1854  he  was  elected  to  the  City  Council, 
served  for  two  years.  In  Sept.  18 58  was  appointed  by  the  Government  as 
Sheriff  of  Middleset  County,  holding  the  office  till  his  death  35  yrs. 
later.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  and  trustees  of  the  Protestant  Orphans 
Home,  Trustee  and  for  many  years  Treasurer  of  the  Y.M.C.A.,  President  of 
the  Agricultural  Savings  and  Loan  Com.;  a  director  of  the  London  Life 
Insurance  Co.  President  of  the  Sheriffs’  Ass’n  of  Ontario,  a  trustee  of 
the  Methodist  Church  of  Canada  of  which  he  was  a  member.  He  was  an  exten- 
sice  land  owner.

He. kept  meticulous  records  of  the  daily  life  of 
the  times, which  reveal  a  pleasant,  quiet,  well-ordered  existence  with  many 
friends,  good  reading,  daily  work  and  frequent  visits  to  relatives  in 
other  parts  of  the  country.  He  served  for  many  years  as  a  vestryman  in 
the  Episcopal  Church  at  the  Manor,  which  he  attended  regularly  and  helped 
in  its  care  much  of  the  time.  The  large  Manor  House  still  stands  as  does 
the  little  white  church,  with  its  adjacent  cemetery,  just  across  the  street. 
When  the  author  visited  it  in  the  fall  of  1962  it  was  not  difficult  to 
imagine  Uncle  Phi's  smiling  face,as  he  went  about  his  tasks  in  the  home.

Bible,  but  all  of  the  letters  of  my  mother’s  mother(Rachel  Ware)  (grandmo¬ 
ther)  she  spelled  her  name  Garnsey,  invariably,  yet  the  letters  to  Sally 
(Sarah)  are  directed  in  the  name  of  Guernsey,  so  the  same  family  spell  it 
both  ways.  Samuel  Tuthill,  Jr.  a  native  of  Windham  Co.,  Vt.  came  out 

to  the  town  of  Otto,  Cattaraugus  Co.  N.Y.  in  the  summer  of  1822,  just  before 
his  marriage,  and  located  land,  cleared  a  small  place,  made  arrangements  to 
have  a  block  house  built,  and  returned  to  Vermont,  where  he  married  a  des¬ 
cendant  of  the  Guernsey  families  of  England. . .After  their  marriage, they 
remained  a  week,  then  started  for  their  new  home  -  in  a  new  and  wilderness 
country.  After  a  long  and  tedious  journey(  3  mo.)  they  arrived  at  the 
place  that  was  to  be  their  future  home,  Jan.  23,  1823.  The  house  he  had 
ordered  built  was  not  completed  and  they  were  obliged  to  move  into  a  shanty 
close  by  until  it  was  finished.  In  a  letter  written  to  her  friends  at  home 
Sally  says  "  My  long  journey  has  at  length  terminated.  I  have  at  last 
found  a  habitation  which  they  call  my  home:  but  wretched  indeed  is  its  ap¬ 
pearance,  -  roofless,  doorless  and  windowless,  without  a  dry  place  to 
stand  upon.”  But  these  discouragements  gave  way  soon  after  a  few  days  of 
earnest  work  and  determination  to  wrest  a  home  from  the  untoward  circunw 
stances  surrounding  them.  About  two  years  later  they  moved  about  three- 
fourths  of  a  mile  and  onto  the  place  where  most  of  their  lives  were  spent 
and  where  they  died.  The  old  homestead  was  still  occupied  in  1904  by 
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by  the  youngest  son  and  wife.  They  were  constituent  members  of  the  First 
Baptist  church  of  their  town,  the  first  church  in  town,  and  earnest  and 
sincere  Christians;  they  were  lights  in  the  community  and  left  a  good 
record  of  their  lives."  J.H.T.

It  is  not  known  where  Samuel  met  his  wife-to-be,  but  one  may  surmise  it 
was  at  the  home  of  his  sister  Lois,  who  had  married,  as  his  second  wife, 
Enoch  Darling,  who  was  a  younger  brother  of  Jerusha* s  father,  Joseph  Dar¬ 
ling.  No  record  has  been  found  of  the  marriage,  tho  a  very  diligent  search 
has  been  made.  However,  Hemenway,  in  her  "Historical  Gazeteer  of  Vermont" 
Vol.  V:184  says:  "Samuel  Garnsey  -  married  Jerusha  Darling,  were  from 
’Betcher’ (Belcher)  Mass.,  as  recorded  and  their  first  child,  Samuel,  Jr. 
was  born  there  June  1,  1784.  John,  Joseph,  Levi,  Darling,  Jerusha,  and 
Lydia  were  born  in  Brattleboro.  Esther  b.  1801  and  David  1803  were  born 
in  this  town.(W.  Dummerston).  Mir.  Guernsey  lived  near  neighbor  to 
Humphrey  Barrett,  across  the  brook  in  buildings  long  since  gone  to  decay". 
Listed  in  1790  census  recorded  at  Brattleboro  with  1-1-2  in  his  family! 

In  1800  ,  1810,1820  he  was  at  Dummerston,  Windham  Co.,  Vt.  Between  1820 
and  1826  he  moved  his  family  to  Lowville,  Lewis  Co.  N.Y.  whither  two  of 
his  sons,  Samuel,  Jr.6  and  Darling6  had  preceded  him  to  N.Y. State. 

Samuel6  is  listed  in  the  1810  census  at  Hounsfield,  Jefferson  Co.  and 
Darling6  was, there  by  1820.  In  1825  Darling  had  moved  on  to  Lowville, 
and  son  John6  is  also  there.  Samiel6,  father,  was  in  1830  and  1835  cens. 
at  Lowville.  By  1840  cens.  had  gone  to  Clayton,  Jefferson  Co.  to  live 
with  son  John  -  Jerusha  had  died  1839-  and  Samuel  d.  1843  in  Clayton. 
Hemenway’ s"Vermont  Historical  Magazine"  Vol.  V:108^  gives  "Samuel  was 
taxed  .39#  to  state  and  .39^  to  town;  tax  list  of  1802  -  \<p  on  $1  for 
both.  West  Dummerston  comprised  31  families  in  1810  and  they  were  located 
beginning  at  the  Brattleboro  line."  Samuel’s  name  was  27th  on  the  list.

Arnos^  Sliver ^  John6and  David^.  Samuel  served  from  June  28,1780  to  Jan.  1, 
1781,  being  discharged  at  Soldiers  Fortune.

Hackinsac,  thence  back  to  West  Point.  Thence  to  Constitution  Island, 
thence  to  Soldier's  Fortune  or  Roger's  Highlands  to  build  barracks.  Then 
guarded  the  stores  at  Continental  Village,  was  discharged  at  Soldiers  For¬ 
tune.  That  he  resided  when  he  entered  the  Service  in  the  town  of  Richmond 
New  Hampshire.  That  he  claims  for  six  months  service. 

He  hereby  relinquishes  every  claim  whatever  to  a  pension  or  annuity  except 
the  present  and  declares  that  his  name  is  not  on  any  Pension  Roll  of  the 
Agency  of  any  State.  He  has  no  other  evidence  than  his  own  declaration.

One  descendant  of  the  son  James  Monroe  says  "he  had  a  large  family  of 
second  wife's  children,  and  after  that  marriage  the  children  of  the 
first  marriage  were  pretty  much  on  their  own".  The  1790  census  of 
Samuel-^  at  Brattleboro  seems  to  be  incorrect  as  it  gives  him  1-1-2, 
tho  he  had  3  sons  by  that  date.  In  1800  census  at  Dummerston,  Vt. 
gives  him  only  2  sons  between  10  and  16.  Samuel  was  ^  and  may  have 
been  already  "working  out".  By  1810  census,  Samuel0  now  26  is  living 
in  Hounsf ield ,  Jefferson  Co.  N.Y.  probably  the  first  of  the  family  to 


make  the  move  to  New  York  state.  Darling6  was  there  by  1820,  followed 
by  father  Samuel^  and  brothers  John  Joseph6  Levi  L.  and  sister  Jerusha6 
1828  -  Dec.  18.

Prob.  sold  out  and  moved  on  west,  as  he  does  not  appear  in 
1830  census.  In  1840  census,  Lansing  twp.  Tompkins  Co.,  N.Y.  Samuel 
ae  50  -  60,  wife  age  40  -  50*  and  seven  children  aged  from  2  under  5, 
thru  2  of  5  -  10,  and  3  of  10  -  15.  Dau.  Sophronia  married  and  lived  in 
Ludlowville,  Tompkins  Co.  dying  at  age  of  95.  Her  recollections  given 
to  her  daughter  have  been  the  means  of  working  out  this  family  line. 

She  told  that  her  father  "died  somewhere  in  Illinois";  and  son  James  M.

Dr.  Sylvanus  Guernsey  was  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  College  in  1812.  From 
there  he  went  to  Harrisburg,  Pa.  and  established  a  Seminary  which  soon 
after  was  incorporated  and  known  as  Harrisburg  Academy.  After  two  years 
as  Principal  there,  he  took  charge  of  Onondaga  Academy  in  N.Y.  State, 
and  in  3  years  restored  its  credit  and  usefulness.  Soon  thereafter,  he 
was  admitted  to  the  practice  of  .medicine,  in  which  he  continued  with 
much  success  till  his  death  -  a  period  of  nearly  16  yrs., 1 5  of  which  he 
spent  in  Fenner,  Madison  Co.,  N.Y.  The  last  year  of  his  life,  he  spent 
in  exploring  the  Middle  and  Western  states,  in  which  he  held  lands,  with 


a  view  to  a  new  settlement. 

His  obituary  state s"he  was  a  warm  friend  to  all  benevolent  and  charitable 
institutions,  and  champion  of  the  friends  of  Temperance.  In  addition  to 
his  position  as  President  of  a  home  society  in  N.Y.  in  his  travels  the 
last  year,  which  exceeded  4,000  miles,  he  was  instrumental  by  documents 
and  his  exertions  in  establishing  numerous  Temperance  Societies  on  his 
route.  (Cont.) 
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SYLVANUS6  (Cont). 

He  removed  to  St.  Louis  in  the  fall  of  1831  and  during  the  prevalence  of 
cholera  in  that  vicinity,  he  devoted  himself  to  the  relief  of  his  fellow- 
beings  suffering  of  the  malady;  and  in  the  manhood  of  his  experience  and 
usefulness  fell  a  victim  to  the  relentless  pestilence  he  was  engaged  in 
combatting.  Charitable  to  all  yet  attached  in  form  to  the  Episcopal  Church 
it  will  doubtless  prove  consoling  to  his  numerous  relatives  and  friends 
in  the  eastern  and  middle  states  to  know  that  he  left  the  world  composed 
by  a  confidence  in  the  Redeemer,  and  a  well-grounded  hope  of  a  happy 
immortality. "

Betty  ...is  something  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  younger  than  I  am, 
but  I  make-up  the  difference  by  retaining  a  youthful  outlook.  The  poet 
wrote  'A  boy's  will  is  the  wind's  will, 

And  the  thoughts  of  youth  are  long,  long  thoughts*. 

"I  never  could  understand  why  the  thoughts  of  age  should  not  be  'long, 
long  thoughts*  even  more  so  than  those  of  youth.  I'm  inclined  to  accept 
the  estimate  of  Sir  James  Jeans  that  mankind  has  about  two  hundred  million 
years  to  ge  yet  and  that  so  far  he's  lived  about  three  minutes  of  a 
seventy  year  span.  Well,  if  we're  able  to  sit  up  and  take  nourishment  and 
gaze  knowingly  out  over  the  landscape  — except  when  distracted  by  feminine 
wiles  —  at  three  minutes  of  age,  whot-in'ell  ain't  we  go in'  to  be  able 
to  do  after  a  few  more  thousands  of  years?... I  try  not  to  dwell  too  much 
on  things  of  the  past.  The  present  is  too  interesting.  Why  should  one 
hold  chilling  hands  over  dead  embers,  except  to  try  to  understand,  sym¬ 
pathize  and  recognize  the  tie  that  binds?  Better  to  look  up  and  out  and 
fqrward,  to  keep  on  keeping  onl  "  This  latter  statement  seems  to  be 
almost  a  motto  or  slogan  of  this  old-young  "clansman."  May  he  continue 
to  enjoy  life  for  a  long  time  morel

First  record  of  William  Henry  is  in  the  1850  census,  of  Sandy  Creek,  Os¬ 
wego  Co.,  N.Y.  he  was  18  abd  oldest  in  his  family.  With  his  mother,  are 
step-father  Rufus  Clark,  and  six  brothers  and  sisters  and  seven  Clark 
step-brothers  and  sisters.  Soon  after,  he  went  ’’round  the  Horn”  on  a  sail¬ 
ing  vessel  to  California.  By  I860  he  had.metgthe  young  Harriet  A.  McCum- 
ber  who  had  come  with  her  parents  by  ox-iiam^from  Illinois  to  California. 
Pioneer  life  matured  women  early,  and  when  Harriet  was  only  13i  yrs.  old 
she  married  young  William  who  was  fifteen  years  her  senior.  Together  they 
made  a  home  in  the  new,  raw  country.  Settling  first  in  Sacramento,  they 
later  moved  north  to  Red  Bluff  and  in  1 863  to  Antelope  Valley  in  Tehama 
county,  a  short  distance  east  of  Red  Bluff.  Here  she  raised  her  family 
.of  five  daughters  and  three  sons. 

When  Red  Bluff  celebrated  its  centennial  year  in  1956,  one  of  its  still¬ 
living  pioneer  daughters  was  Mary  Jane  Gurnsey(#  v.  abv. )  who  related  the 
following  memories  to  the  newspaper: 

”  DAUGHTER  RELATES  PIONEER  TIMES  OF  WILLIAM  GURNSEY 


"One  of  Tehama  County’s  oldest  natives  is  an  82  year  old  woman  whose 
father  settled  here  in  1851,  built  a  16-room  house  and  reared  a  family 
of  ten  children.  The  plain  spoken,  intelligent  oldster  is  Mrs.  Mary 
(Mamie)  Gurnsey  Cameron  Hunt  who  lives  at  633  Potter  Street.  She  has 
enough  memories  to  fill  a  volume...  Mrs.  Hunt's  father  was  William  H. 
Gurnsey,  born  in  New  York  in  I828(sic)  and  her  mother  was  Harriet  Ade¬ 
laide  McCumber,  an  Illinoisian  who  came  across  the  plains  and  married 
Gurnsey  in  Shasta  County  at  the  age  of  thirteen. 

In  1 86l ,  the  newly-weds  came  to  Red  Bluff  and  Gurnsey  pre-empted  a 
section  of  fine  land  in  Antelope,  adjoining  the  fabulous  ranch  of  Joseph 
S.  Cone.  On  it  he  bred  fine  race  horses,  draft  horses  and  mules.  For 
several  years  before  the  coming  of  the  railroad  in  1871  Gurnsey  teamed 
freight  from  the  head  of  navigation  to  Siskyou  County.  .His  young  and 
beautiful  wife  made  most  of  the  arduous  trips  with  him.  With  the  profits 
of  this  venture  Gurnsey  built  his  $20,000  home,  which  was  the  equivalent 
of  about  a  $100,000  house  today.  It  burned  to  the  ground  about  25  years 
ago.  But  Mrs.  Hunt  still  remembers  the  old  place  in  its  every  detail  and 
loves  to  tell  about  "the  wonderful  times"  which  she,  her  brothers,  sisters 
and  their  friends  had  in  her  father's  great  house. 

As  an  example  of  what  she  meant,  Mrs.  Hunt  said  three  floors  were 
worn  out  in  the  30* x  50'livingroom.  "We  had  big  dances  there  often,  and 
even  skating  parties,"  she  said.  "Father  was  strict  and  believed  in 
hard  work, but  he  also  believed  in  hospitality  and  good  times."  Mrs.  Hunt 
said  her  father  was  a  great  lover  of  good  horses  apart  from  the  fact  that 
they  were  a  good  source  of  income.  "Once  he  ran  a  buyer  off  the  place," 
she  said,  "because  he  wanted  our  old  horses  for  chicken  feed  and  tankage. 
Then  there  was  the  time  his  3 ^-year  old  retired  buggy  horse  got  sick  and 
and  he  called  out  the  veterinarian.  When  he  saw  how  old  the  horse  was, 
he  didn't  want  to  be  bothered,  but  we  made  him  put  on  the  drenching-bit 
anyway  and  give  the  horse  medicine.  The  horse  got  well  and  lived  about 
another  year,  too." 

The  Gurnsey  work  horses  did  not  require  breaking,  Mrs.  Hunt  said, 
because  the  colts  followed  the  brood  mares  around  when  the  mares  were  in 
harness.  When  the  colts  were  old  enough  to  work,  she  explained,  they 
took  to  harness  like  a  duck  takes  to  water.  A  good  work  horse  in  those 
days  was  worth  a  lot  of  money  and  so  were  the  mules.  Mrs. Hunt  said  her 
father  paid  $3500  for  two  Clydesdale  stallions,  $2000  each  for  good  jacks 
and  sold  his  race  horses  for  an  average  figure  of  about  $800. 

Women  in  those  days  did  not  ride  astride  a  horse,  as  they  have  since 
about  1905*  They  had  side  saddles  or  sat  sideways  on  a  bareback  horse, 
clinging  to  a  rope  or  strap  around  the  animal's  middle.  One  of  Mrs.  Hunt’s 
memories  of  J.S.Cone  goes  back  to  about  1880  when  she  was  a  girl  of  seven. 
"I  was  riding  bareback  across  the  fields,  holding  my  baby  brother,  Frank," 
she  said.  "We  were  chasing  a  jack  rabbit.  We  rode  over  to  where  my  Father 
was  talking  with  Mr.  Cone  anc^Cone  said:  "Uncle  Bill,  why  don't  you  buy 


that  girl  a  saddle ?"  and  the  next  thing  I  knew  I  had  a  fine, hand-tooled 
side-saddle,  a  gift  from  Mr.  Cone.  It  must  have  cost  $150." 

As  a  student,  Mrs.  Hunt  attended  what  she  called  the  "Cobblestone 
School"  which  was  in  the  Antelope  school  district.  She  went  there  ten 
years  and  in  1889  got  her  promotion  certificate  from  K.  Augustine,  the 
teacher.  She  still  has  it. 

In  later  years,  Mrs.  Hunt  recalls  trips  down  the  river  on  loaded 
wheat  barges  as  far  as  Sacramento  and  the  return  trip  when  the  barges 
were  not  loaded.  "Several  times  we  had  dances  on  the  barges  as  the  tow 
steamer  moved  upstream.  Passengers  and  members  of  the  crew  with  musical 
instruments  did  the  playing." 

The  only  other  living  child  of  the  pioneer  Gurnseys  is  Mrs.  Juliette 
Sykes,  80,  of  Antelope.  Mr.  Gurnsey  died  in  1915  at  the  age  of  86  and 
his  wife  died  seven  years  later  at  the  age  of  ?4." 

In  Sept.  1887,  William  Henry  and  his  wife  visited  the  relatives  in  Jef¬ 
ferson  Co.,  N.Y.  and  his  Uncle  Phi  commented  in  his  daily  journal  that 
"he  looks  just  like  my  father”.  In  Sept.  1888  a  year  later  Uncle  Phi 
and  Aaron  Wodell(a  cousin)  returned  the  visit  and  visited  the  Gurnsey 
relatives  in  California.

In  the  United  States  before  the  Revolution,  the  two  common  means  of  travel 
were  by  horse  or  by  boat.

•jbe  1790  census  for  Watertown  lists  Amos,  tho  by  this  time  he  was  living 
in  Jerusalem,  Ontario  Co,  where  he  was  established  in  the  Friends'  Settle¬ 
ment  by  June  1789.  Diaries  of  a  nephew  Daniel6  give  an  account  of  his. 
trip  to  the  "Genesee  country"  May-June  1789*  Entry  for  June  16,  1789  is: 

"  ...sleep  (at)  Uncle  A.G."  June  17:"Help  Uncle  A.G.  make  fence  and  hoe 
potatoes".  June  25".. .for  Uncle  A.G.  girdle  trees"  all  of  which  indicate 
Amos  was  clearing  land  and  working  it  by  this  time.  Daniel  made  several  ^ 
trips  back  and  forth  between  Litchfield  and  Ontario  County(now  Yates)  N.Y. 
Apparently  Amos'  wife  never  went  to  Jerusalem.  In  1791  -  17  Mar.  "Amos 
Garnsey  of  Watertown  leases  to  Eldad  of  same  place. . .Eldad  to  deliver  cer¬ 
tain  of  proceeds  to  his  mother  Garnsey". (Watertown  Deed s.V.  1:438)  Amos' 
son  Amos  also  removed  to  Jerusalem,  while  son  Joel  settled  in  Broome  Co., 
and  son  Eldad  in  Saratoga  Co.  Three  daughters  also  settled  in  N.Y.  state. 


The  death  record  of  Amos^  is  found  in  records  of  the  Friends'  Settlement: 

"Amos  Guarnsey  left  time  on  the  7th  of  the  9th  month  1796  aged  65.  He 
went  down  to  the  silent  mansions  in  peace:  The  Friend  closed  his  eyes; 
attended  the  funeral,  preached  a  sermon  from  Hebrews  9  -  27  -  2d-  'And 
it  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die  and  ...'."

testament,  principally  and  first  of  all,  I  commit  my  soul  to  the  Lord 
and  my  body  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  manner  by  my  executors  hereinafter 
mentioned  to  be  had  in  everlasting  remembrance  before  the  Lord  on  high. 

I  will  that  all  my  just  debts  together  with  my  funeral  charges  be  well 
and  truly  and  speedily  paid  by  my  executors  hereinafter  named  the  second 
day  of  the  ninth  month  1796.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Amos 
Garnsey  $100.22  0f  my  estate  which  I  had  in  Watertown.  Also  I  give  and 
bequeath  to  my  son  Amos  Garnsey  one  yoke  of  oxen;  and  all  the  rest  of 
my  estate  which  I  have  here  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  granddaughter 
Clarisy  Garnsey.  I  also  make  Jonathan  Dean  and  Isaac  Nichols  my  execu¬ 
tors  this  being  my  last  will  and  testament  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1796 
wherever  I  have  set  my  hand  and  seal  in  presents  of  us  and  we  in  presence

Both  Amos6  and  his  father  Amos^  were  in  the  Friends  Settlement  at  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  Ontario  Co.  by  May  1789,  as  noted  in  the  diary  of  Daniel6  (See  prece¬ 
ding  acc't  of  Amos^-  pg.  302). Uncle  Amos  was  clearing  land  and  planting 
a  crop  and  Daniel  staid  with  him  and  worked  for  him  often,  until  he  brought 
his  own  family  out  from  Connecticut  in  1807. 

The  1790  census  at  Watertown  lists  Thankful  Gamsey  with  3  F.  in  her  house¬ 
hold.  The  emigration  of  the  Jemima  Wilkinson  colony  to  Penn.  -  N.Y.  split 
many  families,  while  some  listed  as  members  never  did  leave  New  England. 

It  seems  certain  that  neither  the  wife  of  Amos^  or  Amos6  accompanied  the 
colony  to  N.Y.  and  that  the  younger  man  doubtless  married  a  second  wife 
after  he  got  to  Jerusalem.  A  membership  list  of  Oct.  1792  gives  62  fami¬ 
lies  in  the  Friends  Society,  and  included  Amos,  Sr.,  Amos, Jr.,  Jonathan  G., 
Mary,  wife  of  Amos  Guernsey  and  Mary  Guernsey  and  Keziah  Guernsey.  (Yates 
Co.  History,  p.  98  mentions  Mary  wife  of  Amos;  pg.  1159,  town  of  Torrey 
Amos  Guernsey  is  given  as  a  real  estate  owner. (see  Schwenkfelder  Families, 
p.  1448).  Amos6  listed  in  his  father’s  will  of  1796,  and  in  est.  div.  1802.

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The  New  International  Encyclopedia  in  giving  a  thumbnail  sketch  of  Jemim^ 
ivs  she  was  bom  1753  at  Cumberland,  R.I.  and  was  educated  among  the  Friends 
In  the  sect  which  she  started  Celibacy  was  enjoined  and  the  religious  customs 
she  instituted  bore  some  resemblance  to  those  of  the  Shakers.  She  died  I0I9. 
Daniel8  and  his  father  Jonathan^  were  quite  impressed  with  the ^person  of 
this  leader  and  there  are  numerous  references  to  her  in  Daniel  s  diary. 

The  entry  for"26  Oct.  1783:  Up  to  Datons  to  attend  the  Friends.  Carry 
Hodges  wife  behind  me  S  .  After  sitting  down  in  the  meeting  observe  as 
follows:  All  sit  in  silence  with  their  hats  on,  then  one  gets  up  and  ex¬ 
horts  and  tells  the  solemn  occasion  of  the  meeting,  and  how  we  are  all  now 
in  the  presence  of  God  &  one  woman  after  several  such  exhortations  from 
several  persons,  but  one  woman  having  spoken,  then  comes  out  of  the  chamber 
into  the  room  the  Universal  Friend  and  after  a  spell  of  silence  gets  up 
and  speaks  and  after  several  exhortations  falls  on  her  knees  in  prayer. 

Then  a  sermon.  Her  text  S.  John  15:1^  After  this  she  again  prays  then 
are  dismissed  by  shaking  hands  about  4  PM.  NB.  In  her  several  exhorta¬ 
tions  and  discussions  she  exhorts  us  all  to  follow  the  counsel  of  God 
that  is  within  ourselves—  in  our  own  breasts,  exhorting  all  to  peace  and 
fellowship  to  forsake  all  sin  &  &  NB.  I  thought  this  person  the  greatest 
curiosity  I  ever  saw,  superior  in  Beauty  to  all  and  comliness  of  person, 
her  dress  excelling  all  in  neatness,  fashion,  richness,  and  plainness  — 
of  flesh  color.  Of  handsome  delivery  and  great  eloquence.  Two  persons 
with  her  constantly  as  waiters.  One  woman  and  one  man.  Home  to  Hodges 
and  to  dinner  and  back  up  to  the  meeting  again  in  the  night  and  attend 
till  8  clock  then  after  the  meeting  is  over  I  desired  of  Daton  to  speak 
with  the  Friend  when  brother  Southmayd  and  I  were  conducted  up  to  her 
chamber  2  hrs,  and  discoursed  with  her  in  her  chamber  and  in^it0  h0r 
make  a  visit  to  Watertown  to  preach  and  had  encouragement.  The  private 
discourse  very  agreeable  and  free;  appears  more  like  a  woman  now  than 
when  speaking  in  the  daytime.  Home  to  Hodges  and  in  bed  by  10  clock. 

Oct.  27.  In  the  morning  brother  Southmayd  and  I  up  and  on  our  horses  on 
the  road  by  daylight.  Got  home  by  9  clock  AM  and  attend  school.  The 
Friend  constantly  in  my  mind.  Sim  Nichols  in  here  at  dinner  time  going 
to  Salisbury  and  then  Miss  S.  Tell  all  I  see  about  the  Friend.  Evening 

down  to  Uncle  A.G.  and  in  bed  9  clock.

That  he  entered  the  service  of  the  United  States  in  1776  as 
a  Fifer,  in  the  company  of  his  father  which  belonged  to  the  Militia  and  was 
commanded  by  his  sd  father  Capt.  Joseph  Garnsey. . .The  Militia  in  Watertown 
were  all  drafted  and  ordered  to  New  York  and  he  among  the  rest  went  to 
New  York  in  his  sd  capacity.  About  the  14th  of  August  in  sd  year  Col. 
Jonathan  Baldwin  of  Waterbury  commanded  the  Regt...They  were  at  New  York 
five  weeks,  and  he  among  the  rest  was  there  at  the  time  of  the  great 
Thunder  shower,  finally  had  in  common  with  hundreds  of  others  the  Camp 
Distemper  severely,  returned  to  Watertown  the  latter  part  of  September. 

He  went  southwest  to  the  Sawpitts  in  the  same  company,  his  father  and  he 
commanded  the  company.  The  Lieut,  was  sick  at  home.  He  served  in  the 
same  capacity  as  a  Fifer  at  the  Sawpitts  which  is  in  the  State  of  New 
York  two  months,  then  left  the  last  of  October  1776  and  returned  about 
the  1st  of  Jan.  the  following  year.  In  the  year  1777  he  enlisted  and 
served  seven  months  in  a  company  of  States  Troops  commanded  by  Capt. 

James  Peck  of  Wallingford  in  New  Haven  County.  Aner  Bradley  then  of  New 
Haven  was  1st  lieut....he  commenced  service  the  early  part  of  June  that 
year. . .dismissed .. .after  serving  seven  months.... In  ...Sept  1779  he  was 
drafted  again  to  be  in  readiness  to  March  on  tour  of  duty  and  left  home 
the  1st  of  Nov  following. . .He  went  to  West  Haven  and  served  there  as  a 
guard  two  months. . .until  1st  of  Jan. When  Danbury  was  burnt  he  was  called 
out  on  the  alarm  in  the  year  1777  and  served  four  days.... in  1781  he  went 
again  on  an  alarm  to  New  Haven  under  his  father  Joseph  Garnsey  and  Benja¬ 
min  Richards  and  was  out  five  days.  He  served  uniformly  on  all  the  tours 
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$>f  duty  he  performed  as  a  Fifer  and  in  the  Militia  in  every  instance  ex¬ 
cept  when  he  enlisted  seven  months.  On  the  seven  months  ...about  the  1st 
of  Oct.  his  Company  was  moved  to  Fishkill  on  the  Hudson  in  the  State  of 
New  York  thence  down  the  river  to  Peek skill  then  to  White  Plains  and 
thence  to  Horseneck  where  they  were  dismissed.  He  was  never  in  any  action 
while  he  was  in  the  service.  He  was  bom  in  the  present  town  of  Watertown 
on  27  March  1760  and  has  ever  since  lived  there.  Has  no  record  of  his  age 
has  no  other  evidence  of  his  service  than  the  deposition  herewith  trans¬ 
mitted.  He  is  acquainted  with  Rev.  Darius  Griswold  and  Elam  Beardslee...

Cyrus  gave  up  his  schooling  before  completing  a  public  school  education, 
in  order  to  help  with  the  family  finances.  His  first  job  was  office  boy 
in  the  National  Exchange  Bank,  now  Seneca  County  Trust  Co.  His  wages  were 
one  dollar  week*  He  soon  was  made  Mynderse  Account  Clerk  here.  At  age  of 
nineteen  he  took  a  clerkship  in  the  office  of  the  Kansas  City,  Fort  Scott 
and  Memphis  R.R.  in  Kansas  City,  where  he  rose  rapidly  and  at  age  of  26 
yrs.was  made  Auditor  and  Cashier  of  the  K.C.,  Memphis  and  Birmingham  R.R. 
then  under  construction.  When  it  was  completed  he  was  called  to  Kansas 
City  and  made  Assistant  Comptroller  of  the  whole  system. 

In  I896  he  bought  an  interest  in  the  Galloway  Coal  Co.  and  the  Patterson 
Transfer  Co.  with  headquarters  in  Memphis.  He  retired  in  1917»  but  was 
soon  called  to  Washington  where,  as  a  dollar-a-year  man  he  rendered  valu¬ 
able  assistance  in  bringing  coal  production  to  meet  the  pressing  war-time 
needs.  He  was  made  Assistant  Fuel  Administrator.  After  the  War  he  re¬ 
turned  to  the  old  farm  on  Cayuga  Lake.  His  only  son  was  killed  in  action 
in  France;  was  awarded  the  Congregational  Medal  of  Honor  and  is  buried 
in  Arlington  Cemetery. 

The  positions  which  he  held  brought  him  in  contact  with  important  men  in 
railroading,  raining,  banking,  and  business,  and  he  formed  close  and  lasting 
friendships.  He  took  an  active  part  in  civic  and  church  work. 

From  boyhood  he  was  fond  of  horses  and  had  a  rare  ability  in  judging  and 
developing  them,  and  establishing  an  understanding  and  confidence  between 
horse  and  man  by  which  the  horse  would  give,  gladly,  all  that  he  had  -  - 
the  race  horse  of  speed  to  win  the  cup(  and  many  cups  they  won)  or  the 
saddle-horse  to  give  comfort  and  appearance. 

While  matinee  races  and  riding  were  a  source  of  great  pleasure  and  relaxa¬ 
tion,  still  nothing  probably  gave  him  more  pleasure  than  visiting  and  dis¬ 
cussing  affairs  with  friends  from  near  and  far;  especially  when  seated  in 
the  easy  chairs  on  the  porch  of  Lakeholme  overlooking  the  Lake.  Theodore 
Roosevelt  said  to  his  wife  the  evening  before  he  died,  "I  wonder  if  you 
will  ever  know  how  much  I  love  Sagamore  Hill".  So  Cyrus  felt  regarding 
Lakeholme . 

He  was  greatly  interested  in  plans  to  publish  a  family  history  and  showed 
us  a  map  which  hung  on  his  wall,  of  the  Channel  Island  usually  known  as 
the  Isle  of  Guernsey.  On  this  map, which  was  dated  with  a  scroll  through 
a  pair  of  compasses>are  the  words  "Anno  Domini  1610"  while  the  title  at 
the  top,  in  framed  design _>is  the  word  "GARNSEY". 

The  above  sketch  of  his  life  was  written  by  his  brother  Hamilton  Garnsey.

Observing  that  Corporal  John  D.  Flynt,  one  of  these  men  had  been  severely 
wounded,  Lieutenant  Garnsey,  with  entire  disregard  for  his  own  personal 
safety,  rushed  forward  and  carried  the  wounded  corporal  to  a  place  of 
safety.*  He  is  buried  in  Arlington  National •Cemetery  at  Washington,  D.C.

Diary  of  Daniel0  mentions  Daniel-5  living  near  brother  John-5  at  Amenia, 
on  Jan.  3,  12,  16,  18,  1784. 

1786  -  was  Ensign  in  6th  Albany  Co.  Militia,  Mitchell's  Regiment. 

1790  -  Census,  Ballston,  Albany  Co.  (now  Saratoga)  with  2-2-4 
1800  census  Galway,  Saratoga  Co.,  N.Y.  self,  wife,  1  son,  6  daughters. 
Daniel  Garnsey  was  ‘'Tory”  in  his  sympathies,  so  he  left  the  U.S.  and  took 
up  land  in  South  Mountain,  Dundas  Co.,  Ont.  Date  when  they  went  north  is 
not  certain,  but  it  must  have  been  between  the  1800  census(was  at  Galway) 
and  180 5,  when  dau.  Anna  m.  Lewis  Grant  in  S.  Mountain.  One  family  tradi¬ 
tion  states  that  a  daughter  was  born  on  the  trip,  which  might  place  it  at 
about  1800.  Sylvester ' s  History  of  Saratoga  Co.,  N.Y.  gives  the  story 
that  "he  swapped  farms  with  Nathan"  no  proof  of  this  was  found,  ajjd  no 
apparent  reason  for  it;  while  a  deed  of  27  May  1783  by  father  John  trans¬ 
fers  533  acres  to  Nathan^  for  L  2000. 

Another  tradition  which  seems  to  be  well-authenticated  in  two  branches 
tells  of  the  drowning  of  daughter  Fanny,  while  on  the  migration  to  Canada 
when  a  sleigh  broke  thru  the  ice  of  Lake  ChamDlain.  There  is  also  a 
tradition  among, the  descendants  in  Canada.  of  a  land  grant  to  Daniel.  How¬ 
ever  search  of  available  records  there,  have  not  proven  any  grant.  Another 
source  (Texas.  #  1033  B.T.  date  of  25  Mar.  1931)  states  that  Daniel  settled 
by  the  Nation  River  about  two  miles  above  South  Mountain,  Dundas  Co.  Ont. 

He  brought  with  him  two  slaves  who  are  buried  in  the  family  plot  in  the 
old  Garnsey  Cemetery  at  South  Mountain.  There  is  also  a  possibility 
that  Daniel  accompanied  Gen'l  Montgomery's  Expedition  to  Canada  in  1775-6. 
1831  -  20  June.  Executes  his  will.  Only  six  ch.  or  their  heirs  are 
mentioned  in  it.  One  may  assume  the  others  had  died  before  that  date: 
viz.  Fanny,  Harriet,  Thomas,  Susan.

by  Newburk  Wilson  of  Edward sburg  district  of  Johnstown  and  Province  of 
Upper  Canada,  yeoman,  and  Nancy  Farrel  of  Mountain,  Spinster.

An  account  of  Daniel  which  was  written  by  his  great-grandson  Lemuel  B. 
Guernsey  of  Henryville,  Ind. follows:  "Daniel  Guernsey,  then  called 
Garnsey,  was  born  at  Watertown,  Litchfield  Co.,  Conn.,  July  18,  1760. 

He  was  about  5*  8"  tall,  of  muscular  build,  with  broad  shoulders,  had 
light  brown  hair  and  light  grey  or  blue  eyes.  He  was  lame  in  his  feet, 
so  that  he  could  not  walk  with  ease  or  grace,  so  his  father  gave  him  the 
opportunities  of  an  education,  and  he  completed  his  course  in  graduating 
from  Yale  College. (Not  verified  -  HMW. )  He  was  a  fine  Latin  scholar, 
and  a  splendid  mathematician.  He  was  also  an  educated  physician  and  a 
good  surveyor,  doing  a  great  deal  of  surveying  in  western  New  York,  the 
city  of  Windsor^being  laid  out  by  him  about  1785  or  1800.  .  .  Daniel  re¬ 
moved  again  from  western  New  York (with  quite  a  number  of  his  family  clan) 
and  settled  first  at  Utica,  Clark  Co,  Ind.  on  the  Ohio  river,  where  two 
of  his  daughters,  Desire  and  Huldah  died,  and  in  consequence  of  general 
sickness  he  again  removed  to  what  is  now  known  as  Blue  Lick,  where  he 
lived  until  his  death  in  1840  at  the  age  of  eighty  years. 

The  period  of  time  that  he  lived  in  Blue  Lick  was  partly  spent  in 
teaching  school.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Episcopalian  Church,  but  there 
were  no  others  of  this  denomination  in  the  vicinity.  When  his  son  Wil¬ 
liam's  wife  died,  he  read  the  burial.  He  seemed  to  find  his  greatest 
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Daniel^Garnsey(to  Guernsey)  (Cont.) 

enjoyment  in  solving  difficult  problems  in  high  mathematics.  He  intro¬ 
duced  the  tomato,  probably  the  first  person  to  grow  them.  At  that  time 
they  were  not  eaten  but  used  as  mantel  ornaments,  and  were  thought  to  be 
poisonous,  and  perhaps  were  slightly  so,  and  may  have  been  improved  by 
culture . 

He  used  to  tell  of  tricks  played  upon  the  teachers  and  professors  at  Yale 
when  he  was  in  attendance  there.  The  pupils  frequently  went  to  the  Labo¬ 
ratory  to  make  chemical  or  philosophical  experiments.  One  day  three  or 
four  of  them  repaired  there  ostensibly  to  make  a  chemical  experiment,  but 
the  real  object  was  to  have  a  game  of  cards;  but,  knowing  that  the  profes¬ 
sor  might  come  upon  them  suddenly,  they  would  have  to  hide  the  cards  quick¬ 
ly.  They  would  usually  thrust  them  in  their  coat  pockets.  On  this  occasion 
the  boys  made  some  mush  and  one  boy  put  some  of  it  in  his  pocket,  when  he 
heard  the  professor  coming.  The  latter  asked  what  he  had  put  in  his  pocket, 
and  received  the  reply,  "Hasty  pudding!"  Feeling  certain  that  the  pupil 
was  hiding  his  cards,  he  responded,  "Yes,  I  reckon  'Hasty  pudding !'",  and 
thrust  his  hand  into  the  pocket,  and  to  his  sorrow  found  out  that  the 
young  man  had  told  the  truth,  while  he  got  his  hand  badly  burned."  *  *  * 
Daniel  Guernsey  changed  the  spelling  of  his  name  from  Gamsey  to  Guernsey 
sometime  between  14  July  1789  <and  6  Aug.  1819,  according  to  diary  inscrip¬ 
tions.  He  kept  these  diaries  or  "Journals"  for  many  years,  and  many  vol¬ 
umes  still  survive,  tho  a  number  have  disappeared.  They  have  been  passed 
down  to  members  of  his  family  in  direct  descent;  to  Seymour?,  Rev.  Seymour® 
Lemuel  Barzillai^  to  Cadence  Lincoln*^  to  Herbert  M.  Woods^  who  will  pass 
them  on  to  his  son  Herbert  B.  Woods  and  a  carbon  copy  of  parts  to  his  ne¬ 
phew  Thomas  Nash.  The  section  dealing  with  Daniel's  sojourn  in  western 
New  York,  "the  Genesee  country"  was  microfilmed  and  together  with  type¬ 
written  transcription  sent  to  the  New  York  State  Library  at  Albany,  NY. 

The  compilers  of  this  genealogy  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Woods  for  his  loaning 
them  some  volumes  which  have  been  of  very  real  help  in  working  out  this 
large  branch  of  the  family. 

At  the  age  of  21  yrs.  Daniel  went  to  Rockland  County  N.Y.  (today's  name) 
where  he  taught  school  for  a  few  months,  going  from  there  to  teach  at 
Stockbridge,  Mass.  In  1784  he  spent  about  a  year  in  Digby,  Nova  Scotia 
where  he  also  taught  school.  His  sister  Millicent  and  family (Osborn) 
were  li^ig  there  at  the  time,  and  it  may  be  that  Daniel  purposed  to  remain 
there,  for  he  owned  a  lot  "above  the  racket"  and  planned  to  build  on  it  . 

In  late  August  1784  he  had  written  to  Southmayd  to  be  prepared  to  come  up 
and  to  bring  as  much  stock  as  possible.  Yet  -  something  caused  him  to 
change  his  mind,  for  in  early  November  he  dismissed  his  school  "purposing 
to  sail  for  New  England  the  first  opportunity".  At  this  time  he  was  listed 
among  the  Loyalists  of  the  town;  but  he  may  have  become  disillusioned  with 
the  settlement  there  and  its  hardships.  At  any  rate  he  returned  to  Water- 
town  in  early  1 785.  Huldah  had  been  living  with  her  parents.  By  Dec.  1785 
Daniel  and  Huldah  were  moved  to  Anson  Hard's  and  "had  a  housewarming"  the  12. 
In  a  few  years,  in  Feb.  1789  he  had  begun  to  talk  of  the  "Genesee  Country" 

He  had  been  much  taken  by  the  teaching  and  personality  of  Jemima  Wilkinson, 
and  may  have  made  a  contract  with  her  or  some  of  her  followers  to  survey 
their  new  township  in  the  western  wilderness.  In  May  1789  he  set  out,  with 
Ezekiel  Sherman,  an  Ingram  youth,  and  12  head  of  cattle.  The  trip  took 
them  18  days.  When  he  arrived  he  put  up  at  his  Uncle  Amos  Gamsey* s  place 
and  worked  for  him  while  doing  the  surveying.  In  1807  he  brought  out  his 
wife  and  children  to  live  in  Middlesex  township.  The  diaries  for  this 
period  are  missing,  so  it  is  not  known  just  why  the  family  decided  to  leave 
this  area  but  they  moved  in  August  1817  to  Clark  Co.,  Ind,  a  large  party 
of  26  going  by  boat,  including  children,  in-laws,  and  grandchildren. 

He  was  a  life-long  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  a  lay  reader  of 
its  liturgy,  prayers  and  sermons,  during  the  absence  of  the  regular  pastor. 

In  New  York  state  he  was  a  Justice  of  Peace  and  held  various  other  public 
offices.  He  was  listed  as  a  private  in  the  6th  Regt,  Dutchess  Co.  Militia, 
4nd  one  entry  in  a  volume  of  a  Compendium  of  Genealogy  states: "Altho  lame, 
he  served  in  the  Secret  Service  in  the  Revolution".  Nothing  in  any  of  his 
Journals,  which  are  extant,  gives  any  indication  of  such  service.  It  has 
not  been  possible  to  either  prove  or  disprove  the  statement.  But  if  it 
is  true,  it  might  help  explain  his  sojourn  in  Nova  Scotia  in  1784,  and 
his  being  listed  there  as  a  Loyalist.  (Muster  Rolls  of  Discharged  Officers 
and  disbanded  soldiers  and  loyalists,  taken  in  the  County  of  Annapolis, 
between  the  18th  and  29th  days  of  July  1784.)  Certainly  not  many  men 
$ould  be  listed  on  both  sides  like  this.  His  will, dated  30  Dec.  I836.

The  Old  Garnsey  homestead  has  been  the  home  of  several  generations  of  the 
family  in  Durham,  Conn.  It  is  situated  nearly  opposite  the  mammoth  Chim¬ 
ney,  shown  on  the  following  page,  as  photographed  in  1905  by  J.F.Main. 
Ebenezer  Garnsey,  the  first  of  the  family  in  Durham,  settled  there  about 
1726.  At  that  time  his  father  gave  him  a  home  lot  there  for  settlement. 

It  was  west  of  the  town  street,  and  north  of  John  Camp’s  home  lot.  His 
land  purchases  and  transfers  were  mostly  near  "Allyn's  Brook"  which  crosses 
the  "Town"  or "Great  Street".  The  large  chimney  west  of  the  street  is  a 
relic  of  the  old  tannery  which  is  mentioned  in  the  sale  to  Ebenezer' s 
father,  Joseph,  "ye  second  of  ye  name  in  Milford,  Ct."  in  1722.  The  town 
granted  Ebenezer  a  small  plot  of  land  "in  the  street"  to  use  for  tannery 
purposes  only,  and  when  not  used  for  this  purpose,  it  was  to  revert  to  the 
town.  He,  however,  sold  the  property  probably  with  the  building'.’  Evidently 
the  buyer  wished  to  continue  the  business.  Squire  Garnsey  who  visited  the 
place  in  1905  says  it  was  discontinued  "several  years  ago",  and"is  now 
marked  by  this  chimney". 

Allyn's  Brook  passing  to  the  left  of  it,  winds  its  way  through  a  beautiful 
shady  valley  to  the  westward.  It  was  this  brook  that  gave  power  to  run 
the  corn  mill,  furnished  water  for  washing  the  "tan  fatts"  and  filled  the 
pond  behind  the  dam  which  held  it  back.  Turning  entirely  around  one  sees 
this  dam  but  a  few  rods  away  in  good  condition (1 905)  on  the  east  side  of 
the  street.  There  was  at  that  time  a  fine  iron  bridge  over  the  "Great 
Street"  where,  no  doubt,  they  heard  the  rumble  of  every  vehicle  passing 
over  the  wooden  bridge  of  their  day.

If  it  is  the  one 
mentioned  in 
Joseph* s  deed, 
it  dates  before 
1722.  In  1757 
Ebenezer  deeds 
a  dwelling 
house,  etc. 
that  had  been 
erected  more 
than  thirteen 

years,  making  its  erection  earlier  than  1744.  This  is  very  ancient. 

The  chimney  is  topped  out  with  brick,  but  on  the  inside  it  is  a  huge 
shaft  made  of  stone  and  clay.  It  was  handed  down  to  the  son  Lemuel, 
and  to  his  son,  Bridgman,  who  probably  lived  and  died  there,  near  to 
"God's  Acre"  opposite;  they  are  buried  in  Durham  Cemetery.

Dr.  Egbert  Garnsey  prepared  for  college  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  and 
entered  the  office  of  Dr.  Valentine  in  1846.  Graduated  from  the  medical 
department  of  the  University  of  the  City  of  New  York.  He  began  practice 
in  Williamsburg(Brooklyn)  and  soon  after  was  appointed  City  physician. 

In  1850  he  decided  upon  New  York  City  to  be  his  field  of  practice.  He  used 
the  better  features  of  both  systems  of  medicine. 

For  six  yrs.  he  was  Professor,  first  of  Materia  Medica,  then  of  Theory 
and  Practice,  in  the  N.Y.  Homeopathic  Medical  College.  In  1870  he  organized 
the  Western  Dispensary,  later  united  with  the  Hahnemann  Hospital,  of  which 
he  also  was  one  of  the  organizers.  In  1877.  mostly  thru  his  efforts,  the 
Inebriate  Asylum  on  Wards  Island  was  converted  into  a  hospital,  and  placed 
under  a  competent  Board  of  Physicians;  he  was  elected  its  president  and 
served  as  such  up  to  his  death  in  1 903 • 

For  19  yrs.  he  was  Trustee  and  4  yrs.  Vice-President  of  the  State  In¬ 
sane  Asylum  at  Middletown,  N.Y. ;  was  president  of  the  County  and  the  State 
Medical  Societjes/or  a  time.  From  1864  to  1868  was  surgeon  of  the  6th  Regt. 
N.Y. State  National  Guard.  While  still  an  undergraduate  in  1845  he  became 
City  Editor  of  the  Evening  Mirror.  In  1848  started  the  Brooklyn  Daily 
Times  and  was  editor-in-chief  two  years.  In  1872  he  associated  with  Dr  . 

A.  Gerald  Hull  in  editing  "Jahr's  Manual”.  In  1872  also,  he  started  the 
New  York  Medical  Times  and  continued  as  editor  for  many  years. 

While  still  a  young  man,  he  wrote  a  school  History  of  the  United 
States,  which  was  generally  adopted  throughout  the  country.  In  1855  He 
published  "Domestic  Practice"  which  passed  thru  eleven  editions.  It  was 
published  in  English,  translated  into  French,  German,  Spanish  and  Danish. 

He  was  an  extensive  contributor  to  medical  journals. 

On  July  8,  1903  he  celebrated  his  eightieth  birthday  at  his  summer 
home,  Cedar  Lawn  in  Peek skill, surrounded  by  many  distinguished  friends. 

Here  he  died  on  Sept.  19th.  The  commissioners  of  Public  Charities  erected 
to  the  memory  of  Dr.  Garnsey  in  Metropolitan  Hospital,  Blackwells  Island, 
a  tablet,  which  was  unveiled  May  5.  1904.  (The  preceding  is  a  condensa¬ 
tion  from  Squire  Garnsey' s  notes  of  1904.)

tics  -  so  much  corruption  and  greed  fbr  office  and  political  life  so  demorali¬ 
zing-  -  if  I  had  40  boys,  I  should  advise  all  of  them  to  keep  out  of  politics.” 
In  1904  Squire  Garnsey  wrote  that  Elam  B.  was  then  the  oldest  living  descen¬ 
dant  of  Daniel ^nd  Huldah.

Father  Daniel  wrote  in  his  diary  for  17  May  1788:  "Boy  weighs  7^  lbs. 
Appears  to  be  very  unwell  -  breathes  with  great  difficulty.  Huldah  was 
attended  by  Mother  Seymour  and  Mrs.  Miles  Steel  and  Mistress  Harrison." 

31  Aug.  1788:  "Have  my  child  christened  by  the  name  of  Guy..." 

He  came  with  his  mother  and  others  of  the  family  to  Jerusalem,  Ontario  Co. 

( Cont . ) 
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arriving  on  2  Oct.  1807.  He  was  ill  on  the  journey  out.  His  name  appears 
with  regularity  in  the  diaries  of  his  father,  as  he  worked  for  or  with 
him  and  his  brothers.  He  was  drafted  29  May  1812  for  six  months  service 
in  the  War  of  1812.  Elam  B.  described  him  as  "the  finest  specimen  in  the 
Guernsey  family";  he  was  5'  9"  tall  with  black  eyes.  Like  his  father, 
and  perhaps  by  his  father’s  efforts,  he  was  well-educated,  as  were  all  of 
Daniel's  sons;  for  they  had  been  raised  in  a  community  (Watertown)  where 
facilities  for  learning  were  good.  In  1825  he  bought  500  acres  of  land 
near  Blue  Lick  for  $530.  Part  of  this  was  still  owned  by  his  descendants 
up  to  a  few  years  ago.

Statistical  Gazeteer  -  i860"  states  that  the  first  settlement  made  on  the 
Susquehanna  was  at  the  mouth  of  Doolittle  Creek  in  1786,  and  was  made  by 
John  Doolittle  from  Connecticut.  He  mentions  that  David,  Amaphrael  and 
Cyrus  Hotchkiss  and  John  Gurnsey  and  one  Swift  settled  in  'town'  in  1787. 
The  "Annals  of  Binghamton"  places  the  date  of  their  arrival  as  one  year 
later,  but  may  be  incorrect  in  this.  James  Hotchkin  in  "The  Chenango 
Country"  p.  55  lists  the  first  settlers  at  Windsor(Oquaga)  as  in  March 
1785,  and  gives  18  names.  The  first  birth  was  that  of  David  Doolittle 
on  27  Dec.  1786.

Like  many  another  before  and  since  her  day,  she  was  interested  in  the 
origins  of  the  Garnsey  family,  and  having  read  what  she  could  find,  she 
wrote  out  her  own  account.  Dated  April  1904, no  doubt  it  was  in  response 
to  a  request  for  family  data  from  Squire  Garnsey,  who  was  at  the  time  at 
work  on  his  genealogy  of  the  family.  It  is  a  good  example  of  the  varied 
legends  and  traditions  which  have  come  to  us  from  several  ’kinfolk*. 

She  wrote:  "There  was,  after  the  Norman  conquest,  a  noble  house  in  Eng4 
land  by  the  name  of  Guernsey,  said  to  be  of  Anglo-Norman  descent,  and  I 
have  seen  a  coin  with  the  Guernsey  escutcheon  that  had  the  ’lion  of  Eng¬ 
land*  and  the  ’fleur-de-lis  of  France*  with  bars  d^argdnt  and  d’or  placed 
in  such  order  that  denoted  a  very  straight  and  honorable  line  of  descent, 
even  with  the  royalty.  I  do  not  remember  about  the  *Unicom'  of  France, 
but  I  am  sure  of  the  other  symbols,  so  I  would  infer  the  royalty  was  on 
the  British  side  of  the  house,  and  that  by  a  female  branch,  as  the  Guern¬ 
sey  name  seems  to  be  more  Norman  than  English.  It  may  be  of  Flemish  ori¬ 
gin  but  it  is  no  doubt  ancient  and  honorable. 

"The  name  lives  imperishably  in  the  *Isle  of  Guernsey*  as  the  termi¬ 
nation  of  the  word  ’ey*  signifies  i sland  in  the  Hebrew,  the  root  *Guerne' 
(sic)  meaning ’warrior* . .  very  easily  shows  the  character  of  the  people  who 
anciently  possessed  the  name.  It  is  certainly  of  Hebrew  extract,  and  per¬ 
haps  it  would  astonish  you  to  learn  that  from  the  characteristics,  it  is 
possible  to  locate  the  very  tribe  from  which  the  house  sprang.  I  call  my¬ 
self  by  such  token  a'Benjaminite'  who  was  not  only  fierce  in  war^  'as  a 
wolf'  but  was  also  a  'light  to  Judah'.  Both  of  these  important  families 
of  Israel (Jacob)  were  divided,  and  to  this  day  are  more  concerned  in  the 
destinies  of  the  world,  as  Christian  peoples,  than  any  others,  except  the 
sons  of  Joseph.  I  cannot  in  this  space  say  more,  but  of  so  much  I  am  con¬ 
fident,  and  would  like  to  be  as  confident  of  our  more  immediate  ancestry, 
which  the  Guernsey-Garnsey  records  may  discover.  You  will  notice  that  the 
martial  spirit,  as  well  as  the  love  of  learning  is  very  freely  diffused, 
and  that  there  are  quite  a  few  of  the  professions,  especially  the  ministry, 
followed  by  the  Guernsey-Garnseys.  The  latter,  indeed  the  very  soul  of  pro¬ 
phecy  applied  to  this  ancient  race,  or  family  of  a  race,  born  to  bless  man¬ 
kind.  Spiritual  warfare  is  the  birthright  of  our  people  and  separates  them 
from  other  branches  not  known  as  'Christians'."

They  lived  first  in  Watertown,  where  he  was  a  farmer  and  a  manufacturer  of 
spinning  wheels.  In  1857  he  sold  the  farm  and  moved  to  Salem,  Ill.  where 
he  erected  a  large  hotel  in  1859,  which  he  operated  until  I865,  when  he 
sold  out  and  moved  to  Centralia,  Ill.  He  helped  organize  the  Republican 
party  and  voted  for  Fremont.  At  his  hotel,  Generals  Logan  and  Haynes,  also 
Col.  Martin  made  their  headquarters.  Many  heated  discusssions  were  held, 
and  there  was  much  rivalry  among  these  men.  It  is  said  of  Mr.  Clark  that 
the  basement  of  his  hotel  was  frequently  given  over  to  fugitive  slaves 
seeking  cover,  and  every  other  assistance  to  the  cause  of  republicanism  was 
forthcoming,  irrespective  of  patrons  or  opposition.  He  was  appointed  a 
trustee  of  the  Insane  Asylum  at  Anna,  Ill, by  Governor  Deverage;  was  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  especially  loyal  to  both  church  and  party.

In  Truman  Douglas’s  "The  Pilgrims  of  Iowa"  a  volume  about  the  history  of 
Congregationalism  in  Iowa,  he  quotes  Dr.  Magoun  of  Rev.  Jesse  Guernsey: 

"  A  man  of  large  make,  both  of  body  and  mind;  a  man  of  great  practical 
energy  and  wisdom,  apt  in  affairs  and  fertile  in  expedients."  Douglas 
continues  about  Jesse:  "He  paid  in  part  for  private  instruction  in  the 
classics  by  working  at  twenty-five  cents  a  day.  The  years  1842-44  he 
Spent  at  Western  Reserve  College,  one  year  having  only  eight  dollars  in 
money,  most  of  which  went  for  postage  at  25#  a  letter.  After  short  pasto¬ 
rates  in  Charlestown,  Mass,  1847-49,  Derby  City  1849-52,  and  a  few  months 
at  Saybrook  he  was  called  to  Dubuque,  and  began  there  a  pastorate  of  two 
years,  Dec.  2,  I853.  Returning  east  he  was  at  Woodbridge,  Conn,  for  a  year 
and  then  returned  to  Iowa  for  the  great  work  of  his  life  as  Superintendent 
of  Home  Missions,  beginning  Sept.  1857  and  closing  with  his  death  Dec.  1, 
1870  (sic).  That  this  was  a  faithful  and  fruitful  ministry  these  pages 
abundantly  testify."  In  the  14  years  of  his  leadership  the  churches  grew 
from  104  to  207  and  the  membership  from  3,492  to  11,027.

John  may  possibly  be  "Jonathan  Guernsey"  found  in  the  list  of  members  of 
the  Jemima  Wilkinson  Colony  of  Friends  at  Penn  Yan,  N.Y.  in  Oct.  1792  list, 
tho  it  seems  more  likely  this  refers  to  Jonathan*  the  father  of  Amos^. 


Some  of  those  found  on  the  membership  lists  never  went  to  the  N.Y.  settle¬ 
ment.  Jonathan^*  was  much  interested  in  the  "Universal  Friend  *  s"presenta- 
tion  of  her  religion  and  made  frequent  trips  to  attend  meetings  of  the 
group  when  they  were  at  New  Milford,  Conn,, so  Daniel8  reports  in  his  diary 
but  there  is  no  indication  that  he  was  ever  at  New  Jerusalem,  Ontario  Co. 
1796  -  11  Apr.  Amos  Garnsey  bought  Lot  #  48,  a  "tract  of  land"  in  twp.  7 
range  2,  Ontario  Co.  (See  page  303 )•  In  April  and  Aug.  of  1804  he  sold 
land,  possibly  a  part  of  this  same  lot.  On  14  May  1808  the  sheriff  sells 
this  same  lot  #  48,  T.7  R.2,  "on  which  John  Gurnsey  was  then  living" 
at  a  forced  sale  to  pay  damages  assessed  against  Amos  and  John  Gurnsey, 
in  a  suit  for  trespass  against  James  Jackson.  The  land  was  sold  for  $11 
to  pay  a  fine  of  $159*^9,  this  being  the  highest  bid,  made  by  one  William 
Cornwell,  Jr.  As  there  were  200  acres  in  the  lot,  this  seems  like  some 
sort  of  bargain  for  said  Cornwell 4  It  is  likely  that  John  and  family 
moved  from  a  discouraging  situation,  not  long  after  this.

The  widow  married  second  a  Mr,  DUFER,  but  he  evidently  did  not  live  long, 
for  she  soon  resumed  her  Gurnsey  name  and  in  1870  cens.  is  listed  living 
with  grandson  John  Witty  Gurnsey  in  Illinois.  In  1880  ae  83  yrs,  lives 
alone;  says  her  father  was  b.  in  N.J.  and  mother  in  Mass,  herself  in  Mary¬ 
land.  The  descendants  in  the  lines  from  Joseph®  and  Amos  Jefferson”  have 
been  helpful  in  working  out  these  branches.  , 

John  Gamsey  was  mentioned  frequently  (as  Jack)  in  the  diaries  of  Daniel  - 
there  was  much  visiting  back  and  forth  in  their  families  up  till  181 6- 
when  diaries  cease (are  missing)  until  May  20,  1818.

In  later  life  he  lived  with  dau.  Susan  K.  Hamilton  at  McPherson,  Kas. 
and  spent  three  months  each  summer  with  dau.  Pauline  L.  Ellis  in  Buffalo 
where  he  died.  His  obituary  from  the "Daily  Republican"  June  24,  1893 
McPherson,  Kas.  follows:  FALLEN  ASLEEP 

"These  words  are  applied  with  great  appropriateness  to  John  H.  (sic) 
Guernsey,  who  was  born  March  9,  1801 (sic)  in  Dutchess  Co.,  N.Y.;  and  died 
20  June  1893  at  the  residence  of  his  youngest  daughter,  Mrs.  Wm.  H.  Ellis, 
in  Buffalo,  N.Y.;  and  was  buried  Friday  June  23,  I893  at  Randolph. 

Father  Guernsey  was  known  to  almost  every  person  in  McPherson  where 
he  lived  with  his  daughter,  Mrs.  John  C.  Hamilton  for  the  past  13  yrs,  ex¬ 
cept  that  he  visited  in  the  state  of  N.Y.  every  summer.  He  was  perhaps 
the  oldest  citizen  of  our  county  and  his  remarkable  history  and  character¬ 
istics  excited  an  intense  interest  and  profound  regard  for  him. 

Ninety-three  years  is  a  long  time  to  live:  Thomas  Jefferson,  Alexan¬ 
der  Hamilton,  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  and  George  the  Third  all  lived  within 
his  time.  He  was  a  good-sized  boy  during  the  War  of  1812,  and  was  a  middle 
aged  man  when  Daniel  Webster  was  at  the  zenith  of  his  fame.  And  every 
President  of  the  United  States,  except  Washington  and  Adams,  has  been  inau¬ 
gurated  since  his  birth. 

He  stood  on  the  bank  and  saw  Robert  Fulton  perform  the  (then Wonder¬ 
ful  feat  of  propelling  the  steam  boat  up  the  Hudson  River,  when  everything 
west  of  it  was  a  howling  waste.  He  had  voted  for  two  presidents  when  the 
first  railroad  was  constructed  in  America.  Men  have  been  bom,  lived  their 
allotted  time  of  three  score  years  and  ten  and  passed  away  since  he  was  a 
successful  merchant  in  New  York.  He  has  witnessed  the  evolutionary  progress 
of  this  country  from  a  comparatively  uninhabited  wilderness  to  the  most 
powerful  and  wonderful  nation  that  ever  existed.  In  all  this  he  was  a  po¬ 
tent  factor  and  active  participant,  being  for  the  most  part  engaged  in 
commercial  life,  meeting  with  success. 

So  evenly  balanced  was  his  temperament  that  he  retained  his  vigor 
and  enjoyed  good  health  to  the  last,  while  his  mental  faculties  were  unim¬ 
paired.  He  kept  informed  on  all  the  great  questions  of  the  day,  and  mani¬ 
fested  a  keen  interest  in  public  matters.  He  attended  church,  the  trial 
of  important  court  cases,  and  other  public  meetings  and  entered  into  their 
spirit  with  the  mental  vigor  of  a  man  in  middle  life.  All  this  shows 
habits  and  life  of  moral  rectitude  more  strongly  than  words  can  do.  His 
life  was  not  only  on  a  high  moral  plane,  but  for  many  years  he  was  an 
earnest  Christian,  being  an  adherent  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
holding  membership  in  this  city  at  the  time  of  his  decease. 

He  was  a  devoted  father,  and  his  life  and  example  will  be  a  solace 
and  benefaction  to  his  large  ancestry(sic)  and  multitude  of  friends.  He 
left  McPherson  four  weeks  ago  to  spend  a  few  weeks  with  his  daughters  in 
York  state  and  was  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  usual  health  and  spirits,  when 
the  physical  man  began  to  fail  more  rapidly  and  at  the  end  of  three  days, , 
peacefully,  quietly,  serenely  and  sweetly  he  seemingly  "fell  asleep". 

His  body  rests  beside  the  companions,  and  amid  the  scenes  and  struggles 
of  his  early  life  and  strong  manhood,  and  his  real  life  has  entered  upon 
the  greater  one.  There  is  always  sadness  in  what  we  call  death.  In  the 
home  where  Father  Guernsey  was  as  devotedly  loved  and  cared  for  as  a 
little  child,  in  the  home  so  much  blessed  with  his  presence,  by  his  inti¬ 
mate  friend ^nd  neighbors  who  were  favored  with  his  counsel  and  ripe  exper¬ 
ience,  he  will  be  greatly  missed  and  there  is  deep  heart  sorrow. 

Yet  there  is  the  sweet  recollection  of  his  cheerful  life  and  ever 
blessed  hope  of  a  reunion  to  dispel  this  feeling,  and  we  thereby  gain  new 
inspiration  and  stronger  incentives  to  better  and  nobler  lives,  and  can 
truly  feel  that  "though  deaj/he  yet  speaketh".

In  stature  they  are  medium  sized,  with  light-colored  hair,  and  generally 
blue-eyed.  .  .My  son  and  one  of  my  uncles  are  telegraph  operators. . .There 
are  some  twenty  families  in  this  county  and  near  this  place  is  a  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  them  which  is  known  for  miles  away  as"the  Guernsey  neighborhood".

Family  tradition,  which  says  that  Lewis  was  a  grandson  of  Ebenezer  Garnsey. 
is  based  on  possession, earlier,  of  an  arithmetic  book  with  this  name  in¬ 
scribed  in  the  title  page.  The  book  was  later  lost  in  some  flood  in  the 
west.  The  authors  have  studied  long  over  this  line,  but  cannot  make  any 
sure  connection  with  any  Ebenezer,  altho  the  locale  in  Chemung  county  in 
New  York  state  makes  a  connection  to  the  above  Ebenezer^ seem  likely. 

There  is  a  possibility  that  his  oldest  son  Joseph? may  have  been  married 
to  an  earlier  wife  (than  Matilda  Coleman}  who  might  have  borne  Lewis. 

Lewis'  oldest  living  granddaughter-Albertha1  Gurnsey  McFadden  recounted 
that  Lewis's  father  died  when  he  was  small;  that  his  mother  re-married, 
and  that  Lewis,  not  getting  along  well  with  his  step-father,  ran  away  from 
home  at  about  ten  years  of  age.  He  was  found  and  taken  back,  but  soon  re¬ 
peated,  and  was  not  located  this  time.  He  had  no  brothers,  but  did  have 
two  or  three  half-sisters.  After  he  went  to  Washington,  he  no  longer 
heard  from  these  half-sisters.  A  son  of  Hezekiah  Watt  Atkins?  fc>uis  H.10) 
tells  substantially  the  same  tale.  Another  cousin  says  her  grandmother 
Permelia  Atkins  Gurnsey  told  her  that  Lewis  came  from  the  Island  of 
Guernsey.  It  is  impossible  to  untangle  fact  from  fiction  in  such  stories.

He  returned  to  Conn,  early  in  1785»  and  in  his  diary 
for  15  Dec.  1788  he  writes:  "Hear  from  Osborn,  learn  that  he  has  brought 
his  family  from  Digby  to  Portsmouth,  where  he  has  left  Sally  and  the  young¬ 
est  children  and  come  on  with  Milly  and  Billy  to  Waterbury  in  B(?)  state, 
where  he  left  them  to  come  on  the  state-wagon.”  On  22  Dec.  the  entry  is: 
”Mille  gets  home  once  more  being  11  years  and  —  months  since  she  saw  Water¬ 
bury  before.”  An  earlier  entry  -  2  July  1783  tells  of  ”a  letter  from  T. 
Osborne  to  Father  G.  informs(us)  he  has  left  the  7  in  family  with  an  Aunt... 
and  of  his  passage  and  the  country  there(viz.)  Annapolis,  where  he  now 
lives  when  at  home.”  On  26  Feb.  1789:  ”T.  Osborn  gets  here  -  says  he  left 
his  family  in  Providence,  Rhodisland. . . ”

THE  OLD  HOMESTEAD 

An  Interesting  Family  Reunion  -  Going  Back  100  Years. 

Yesterday  a  reunion  of  the  Garnsey  family  took  place  at  Clifton  Park, 
Saratoga  County,  at  the  old  family  mansion,  which  was  erected  in  1791  by 
Nathan  Garnsey. 

In  1716,  three  brothers,  John,  David,  and  Ezekial  Garnsey  came  to  this 
country  from  the  Isle  of  Guernsey.  John  located  in  Litchfield,  Conn.,  and 
afterwards  removed  to  Nine  Partners,  Amenia,  Dutchess  County,  N.Y.  His  son 
John  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  in  what  is  now  the  town  of  Clifton  Park 
but  was  then  an  unbroken  wilderness.  When  the  land  was  cleared  word  was  sent 
to  Schenectady,  about  six  miles  distant,  that  the  wood  might  be  had  for  the 
drawing,  and  in  one  day  about  seventy  teams  came  out  and  returned  with  all 
they  could  carry. 

In  1791 »  Nathan,  John's  brother,  having  acquired  ownership  of  the  farm 
by  trade,  erected  the  house  in  which  occurred  the  centennial  celebration 
yesterday.  It  is  a  substantial  brick  structure,  with  capacious  rooms,  a 
large  kitchen,  in  which  is  still  the  great  fireplace  with  brick  oven.  The 
chimney  is  built  through  the  center  of  the  house,  and  in  the  upper  part, 
opening  into  the  garret,  was  constructed  an  apartment  for  smoking  meats, 
which  is  still  in  good  condition.  On  the  front  of  the  chimney,  facing  the 
road,  is  a  white  marble  tablet  inscribed  "  1 791  *' *  The  old  house  has  solid 
stone  foundations,  and  the  brick  walls  are  two  feet  in  thickness.  The 
bricks  were  made  on  the  premises,  and  the  excavation  nearby,  from  which 
the  clay  was  taken,  can  still  be  seen. 

The  farm  originally  contained  about  1000  acres.  At  present  it  consists 
of  nearly  200  acres,  surrounding  the  house,  which  is  now  occupied  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Henry  C.  DeLong  and  children,  Miss  Edna  B.,  Miss  Einma,  and  Harry. 
Mrs.  DeLong  is  a  direct  descendant  of  the  Garnsey  family,  and  with  her  sis¬ 
ter,  Mrs.  LeGrand  Rexford,  now  owns  the  farm. 

The  house  was  beautifully  decorated  yesterday  with  flags,  and  at  the 
front  entrance  was  an  evergreen  motto  -  "1791  -  WELCOME  -  1891V  A 

bountiful  repast  was  served  by  the  ladies.  The  family  history  was  read  by 
Mrs.  Dr.  William  Griffin*  of  West  Troy.  The  occasion  was  most  enjoyable 
in  every  way,  and  was  originated  and  ably  conducted  by  the  present  occu^ 
pants  of  the  homestead,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Lewis  R.  Garnsey  and  her  daughters. 
The  invitations  were  issued  by  Mrs.  Einma  Caldwell.  (There  follows  a  listing 
of  the  forty-three  persons  who  were  present,  with  their  place  of  residence.)

and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1795*  He  then  went  to  Salina,  Onondaga  Co. 
where  he  staid  for  two  years.  Finally  moved  to  Norwich,  Chenango  Co.,  N.Y. 
where  he  settled  in  1797.  He  is  on  record  in  land  transfers  in  Broome 
Co.  in  1791,  1792  and  1799, and  1808.  When  he  settled  in  Norwich  ca.  1800 
there  was  no  village  and  very  few  settlers.  He  became  prominent,  did  much 
to  build  up  the  town,  gave  land  freely  for  county  buildings  and  parkways. 

He  carried  on  several  different  businesses;manufactured  linseed  oil, 
operated  a  woolen  mill,  owned  an  ashery,  also  a  sawmill,  and  a  grist-mill. 

He  was  the  first  Whig  Assemblyman  sent  to  the  State  legislature  at  Albany 
from  the  Chenango  district.

Norwich,  says  of  him:"  Perhaps  no  citizen  was  so  closely  identified  in 
his  lifetime  with  the  early  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  village  of  Nor¬ 
wich  as  Peter  B.  Garnsey.  Himself  and  his  heirs  after  him  have  been  ex¬ 
tensive  land  owners  in  the  heart  of  the  village.  Mr.  Garnsey  was  a  lawyer 
by  profession,  but  early  relinquished  his  calling  for  active  business 
pursuits.  The  characteristics  of  Mr.  Garnsey' s  mind  were  strong,  natural 
sense  and  untiring  perseverance  under  difficulties  that  never  intermitted. 

He  was  one  of  the  many  early  settlers  who  literally  died  in  the  harness."

Emeline  Donaldson,  at  age  of  16  yrs.  went  to  live  with  her  Uncle  Henry 
Allen  in  Chautauqua  Co.,  N.Y.  staying  for  two  years.  In  1838  she  returned 
home  and  taught  school  in  Kenneyville,  till  her  marriage  in  I839.

Verbatim  Copy  of  Letter  from  Philo  and  Rena  Garnsey 
to  parents  Ebenezer  and  Anna  Garnsey. 


Dear  and  worthy  parents:  After  my  duty  to  you  I  proceed  to  inform  you 
that  we  are  all  well  and  in  a  prosperous  situation,  which  your  bounty  and 
the  blessings  of  Providence  has  enabled  me  to  enjoy,  for  which  my  heart 
overflows  with  gratitude.  If  you  could  but  be  acquainted  with  my  prospects 
hear  and  know  how  well  I  am  pleased  with  my  present  situation  you  would  not 
Regret  my  Absence  so  much  perhaps  as  you  now  Do. 

I  know  that  you  have  often  afflicted  your  kind  hearts  for  fear  that 
your  children  would  want  some  of  the  Necessarys  of  Life,  but  I  hope  you 
will  give  your  seifs  no  more  pain,  for  I  would  not  wish  to  be  the  caus  of 
grief  to  those  I  love.  I  have  reason  to  bless  God  that  my  helth  is  more 
good  than  it  ever  has  been  theas  many  years  so  that  I  can  Labour  when  I 
pleas  and  not  feel  the  inconveniences  arising  from  a  weakly  constitution. 

I  do  not  mean  to  boast  of  my  helth,  but  humbly  pray  that  it  may  continue. 

You  must  know  that  I  could  not  clear  largely  this  season  for  the  want 
of  money  to  hire  hands  to  work,  but  the  Goodness  of  the  Lord  is  such  that 
a  little  will  produce  enough  to  support  a  family.  I  had  3  acres  of  corn 
which  yealded(  )  bushil  to  the  acre,  so  that (I  had)  90  bushil  of  as  good 
com  as  I  ever  see.  I  hav  between  3  and  4  acres  of  wheat  that  Looks 
promising  and  as  much  more  Land  cleared  for  planting  as  to  make  13  acres 
in  the  whole.  I  giv  4  Dollars  per  acre  for  clearing  all  off  clear  (3 
trees  on  an  acre  are  excepted)  keeping  the  brush  fit  for  loging  and  burning 

It  is  probable  that  I  may  next  year  have  a  harvest  of  wheet,  corn, 
axat  oats,  flax  and  hay. 

I  have  had  a  graite  plenty  of  pastou  ever  since  the  10th  of  Apr ill. 

You  will  hardly  believ  that  the  woods  is  superior  for  pastou  to  clover 
and  herds  grass*  but  so  it  is  agreed  by  every  one  hear  who  have  experienced 
it  that  cows  will  give  more  milk  that  run  in  the  woods  than  those  that  are 
pastoued,  be  it  as  it  may.

With  the  breaking  up  of  the 
little  family  of  motherless  boys,  William  was  transferred  to  the  old  Guern¬ 
sey  homestead  at  Amenia.  Here  he  attended  the  common  school,  and  assisted 
with  light  labor  on  the  farm.  A  year  later  he  was  sent  to  the  Goodell  home¬ 
stead  in  Pomfret  Conn.,  where  his  widowed  grandmother  and  her  sons  and  daugh¬ 
ters  were  living.

(Seymour  and  his  brother  William  moved  to  Augusta,  Ontario  Co.  on  9th  Mar. 

1808,  as  related  in  his  father’s  diary.  They  settled  in  Middlesex  twp.

At  Williamb  christening,  the  godparents  were  Uncle  Sam  Brown  arid  his  dau. 
Mary  Brown  Garnsey,  wife  of  Capt.  Joseph^Garnsey.^nd  his  father  Daniel. 
William  moved  with  his  father  and  the  other  children  from  Connecticut  to 
Ontario  Co.,  N.Y.  where  Daniel  had  been  surveying  for  the  Jemima  Wilkinson 
colony  at  New  Jerusalem,  for  some  time.

"William  B.  Guernsey  was  a  man  of  superior  education,  having  been  gradua¬ 
ted  from  Troy  Polytechnic  Istitute;  he  also  studied  law  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1852.  He  inherited  considerable  property  which  required 
his  undivided  attention,  leaving  him  no  time  for  his  profession.  During 
the  Civil  War  he  served  in  the  89th  N.Y.Regt.  as  Captain,  being  later 
transferred  as  Colonel  to  the  126th  U.S. Colored  Troops.  He  remodeled 
the  old  homestead  at  Norwich,  which  originally  stood  on  Broad  Street,  and 
was  removed  to  its  present  location  in  1807,  to  make  room  for  the  County 
Jail  and  Court  House.  This  house,  whose  external  appearance  indicates  a 
modern  structure  is  one  of  Norwich's  oldest  landmarks,  having  been  built 
earlier  than  1800.  The  house  is  substantially  as  it  then  stood,  the  frame 
and  rooms  being  precisely  the  same.

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SECTION  III 


JOSEPH^ GARN SE Y  first  appears  in  the  New  Haven  Colony  records  at  New  Haven, 
dated  14  April  1646,  when  he  had  "neglected  obedience  to  his  Master’s  Com¬ 
mands..."  and  was  sentenced  to  be  punished.  One  may  assume  from  this  that 
he  was  serving  as  an  indentured  man  until  his  passage  money  was  worked  out. 
This  same  year  1  Sept.  1646  the  records  mention  one  John  Guemsie.  who  was 
brought  into  court  to  serve  as  a  witness.  This  is  the  one  and  only  reference 
to  John  -  and  nothing  indicates  his  age  or  relationship  to  Joseph.  Some 
have  assumed  he  was  father  to  Joseph,  others  that  he  was  a  brother.  A  few 
years  later  in  1655  Henry  Gamsey  first  appears  in  the  records  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay  Colony,  living  at  Dorchester,  near  Boston.  It  is  possible 
the  three  may  have  been  brothers,  but  no  proof  has  been  found,  nor  has  it 
been  possible  to  establish  any  connection  to  any  Garnsey  lines  in  England.

There  he  became  a  currier 
of  hides, locating  first  at  27  Chappie  St.,  removing  later  to  462  Washing¬ 
ton  St.,  where,  in  1902,  the  building  was  still  standing  in  which  he  did 
business.  After  his  first  marriage  the  family  passed  through  the  great 
cholera  epidemic  of  1832-3,  moving  that  year  to  Troy,  N.Y.  Then  they  moved 
to  the  Territory  of  Michigan  in  1 8 36  where  they  located  on  a  farm  in  Riga 
township,  Lenawee  County.  For  some  time  he  continued  the  tanning  of  lea¬ 
ther  in  the  village  of  Blissfield,  eight  miles  distant  from  the  residence 
of  the  family.  Ultimately  he  resigned  himself  to  farming  and  took  to 
loaning  money  on  farms,  chattels,  mill  and  village  properties.  For  many 
years  he  was  especially  successful  in  this  work,  and  became  comfortably 
well-off.

His  son  Squire  Garnsey,  of  New  York,  when  compiling  his  family  history, 
wrote  the  following  account  of  his  father's  life: 

"Incidents  in  the  Life  of  James  H.  Gamsey" 

"With  his  parents  moved  to  Troy,  N.Y.  in  1832-3,  thence  to  the  ter¬ 
ritory  of  Michigan  in  1835~6,  locating  on  a  farm  in  what  is  now  Lenawee 
County,  Riga  township,  near  the  borderline  of  Ohio,  then  wilderness.  The 
nearest  neighbor  was  a  Mr.  Reuben  Tredway,  residing  some  three  miles  away, 
in  whose  bam  he  attended  school.  The  resources  of  new  lands  being  limited 
the  father  resumed  the  tanning  of  leather  hides,  (at  which  he  was  a  trades¬ 
man)  in  Blissfield,  Mich.,  a  small  settlement  some  eight  miles  to  the  North, 
The  Mother,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  sister  Ellen,  and  brother  Edmund, Jr. 
remained  on  the  farm. 

"The  father's  extended  absence  brought  upon  this  eldest  son,  then  a 
young  boy,  the  brunt  of  getting  along.  It  is  said  of  him  that  the  inci¬ 
dents  of  his  experience  were  numerous  and  trying,  and  his  parents,  also 
brothers  and  sisters,  continued  to  talk  of  the  hardship  endured  by  him, 
throughout  their  respective  lives. 

"He  was  frequently  been  heard  to  say  that  the  clothing  worn  in  those 
days  was  made  by  his  Mother,  of  common  factory  cloth,  colored  with  butter¬ 
nut  bark. 

"  At  age  of  19  he  and  five  friends  made  the  trip  overland  to  Califor¬ 
nia  in  1849  in  pursuit  of  gold,  starting  from  Blissfield,  Mich,  with  horses 
and  a  covered  wagon.  An  iron-grey  horse  and  $250  supplied  by  his  father  en¬ 
abled  him  to  contribute  his  portion  of  the  equipment.  On  reaching  the 
Mississippi  River,  opposite  Omaha,  Nebr.  (he  means  the  Missouri  R.)  the 
horses  were  turned  out  for  the  night,  unshackled;  the  party  stowed  them¬ 
selves  away  in  their  prairie  schooner.  The  next  morning,  to  their  great 
disappointment,  their  horses  had  been  stolen  by  Indians.  The  schooner, 
except  what  they  were  able  to  carry  as  luggage  was  abandoned,  and  the  jour¬ 
ney  resumed  on  foot.  The  party  was  part  of  the  "Kit  Carson  Trail".  They 
paired  in  twos.  While  traveling  over  the  plains  a  dispute  arose  as  to  the 
shortest  route,  and  a  separation  took  place.  Mr.  Garnsey  has  frequently 
been  heard  to  say  that  he  never  saw  any  one  of  his  associates  thereafter. 

"On  the  plains  his  canteen  of  drinking  water  gave  out  and  he  nearly 
perished  from  thirst.  He  finally  reached  a  settlement  where  water  was 
being  sold.  The  vendors  had  a  supply  in  casks  and  over  wagon-boxes  turned 
up  on  the  sides  for  counters,  were  dispensing  it  at  25^  per  glass.  His 
first  purchase  consisted  of  three  glasses,  which  he  declared  to  have  been 
the  best  investment  he  ever  made.  The  alkali  in  the  water,  however,  sali¬ 
vated  him,  and  this  experience,  before  recovery,  came  near  being  fatal. 

"  In  due  time  California  was  reached.  A  little  place  called  Hangtown 
was  the  first  settlement  encountered,  arriving  there  about  500  P.M.  He 
at  once  wrapped  himself  up  in  his  blanket  and  laid  down  in  the  open  just 
as  the  sun  was  setting,  and  on  awakening,  the  sun  was  at  about  the  same 
location.  Being  so  fatigued  and  exhausted,  it  was  difficult  to  determine 
whether  he  has  just  laid  down  or  whether  the  morning  was  at  hand. 

"Hangtown  proved  to  be  a  mining  camp  where  gambling  of  all  sorts,  as 
well  as  mining  was  carried  on  extensively.  On  the  morning  of  the  second 
day,  employment  was  secured  of  a  German  gentleman  at  $10.00  per  day.  His 
first  work  was  to  assist  in  diverting  a  stream  of  water,  constructing  a  dam. 

"  He  soon  acquired  an  interest  in  a  claim  of  his  own,  which  he  and  his 
associates  successfully  worked  until  he  was  taken  sick  with  brain  fever. 

At  this  time,  he  had  accumulated  about  $2500.  of  the  yellow  metal,  but  be¬ 
fore  his  recovery  this  was  consumed  in  the  salary  of  a  man  to  take  his 
place  in  working  the  claim.  On  recovering,  he  resumed  operations,  and 
again  acquired  about  $3000.  when  he  returned  East,  via  Pacific  Ocean  and 
Panama  route  to  New  York  and  home.  On  arriving  in  New  York,  he  called  on 
his  Uncle  Albert,  then  a  merchant  tailor  in  Maiden  Lane,  who  assisted  him 
in  exchanging  his  gold  dust  for  currency. 

"During  the  next  few  years  he  worked  on  the  bench  at  shoemaking.  He 
began  trade  on  the  fourth  day  of  July,  i860  with  a  small  quantity  of  cele¬ 
bration  supplies,  and  for  the  next  thirty  years  he  carried  on  a  mercan- 
tiling  business  with  the  inhabitants  far  and  near.  He  owned  and  operated 
various  farms,  was  a  staunch,  active  Republican,  held  minor  positions  of

About  this  time  he  collected  data  for  a  Garnsey-Guernsey 
genealogy,  but  for  some  reason  gave  up  his  plans  to  publish  his  materials 
which  passed  to  the  hands  of  a  granddaughter,  Miss  Ellen  Garnsey  Soper  of 
Carter sville,  Ga.  With  her  gracious  cooperation,  the  work  he  did  has  not 
been  lost,  nor  remained  buried  on  closet  shelves*,  but  has  been  carefully 
checked,  corrected,  amplified  and  incorporated  into  the  present  volume.

"Thomas  Oscar  lived  first  on  a  farm  in  Amboy  twp.  near  Metamora,  Ohio  just 
over  the  border  of  Michigan  and  not  far  from  his  birthplace.  Soon  they 
removed  to  Kioton,  where  he  settled  on  a  farm  about  2  miles  southwest  of 
the  village.  Along  with  fanning,  he  became  a  buyer  and  shipper  of  live¬ 
stock  for  local  trade  in  Lorain,  Elyria  and  Oberlin,  Ohio.  He  accumu¬ 
lated  property  including  several  business  blocks  in  the  city  of  Lorain. 
March  5  1900  while  engaged  in  hauling  logs  to  the  village  sawmill  he  fell 
on  the  ice  and  broke  his  leg  near  the  thigh.
